That iu Um two hundred and flft/-«iz ymn past siiioe men of the Oiiicaiiiaa noe Bru 
atlenpted eettlement within its boundaries, no previous attempt should have been made to 
eomplete a history of the colony and State of DeUwarCi is a self-ezplaoatufy reason for 
tlie preparation and publloation of this vrorlc. 

While it is renurlcatile that so important and interosting a field of historicnl inv»ti)^tion 
should Iwve boon ncglcded In tliOHO latter days of keen and deep rcHcnrvh into the iiHlividu- 
aliticHy tlio onviroumeiit, the motives, tlie labors and tlie rewards of tlie pct>ple who laid the 
foundations and erected the su|)enitructures of the American commonwcaltlis, it may be 
accepted tliat in the esse of Delaware, the difficulties of a complete and creditable work 
seemed even more insurmountable, than the temptation to enter this almost unexplored domain 
was attractivsL To undertake an exhaustive inquiry and cany it to sucocwful completion 
has been a task that enlbtod patient determination, thorough sympathy with the subject, 
minute scrutiny and that liberal enteqirise which the publishers have generously fumidlied« 
Now, after many months of toil, in which the lore of Delaware, the fragmentary neconls left by 
its pioneers, the stages of its progress and the collections of European and AnuTican writers 
bearing upon its estiiblidhmcnt and growth, have been compelled to yield their secret or 
open tressurcH, this history is put Lfih with full confidence that no means have been unem- 
ployed to secure its accuracy and completeness in detail or as a whole. 

Wliatever lapses aud errors may be fouml within its pages— and it is believed they are 
comparatively trivial in number and significance — were inneparablc from the conditions. 
Dehiwaro |kwsc8SCs fewer collated and connected records of her eorly cbys than any of the 
ci»luuius or original Htatcs. What chronicles were kept by the 8w<HlIi4h and Dutdi wttlcrs, 
they mostly carriul away or destroyed, ami although the succeeding KtigliHh wi>re ninre 
|iaiiistttking in the making and prcMcrvatiou of the written materials of histtiry, the centre of 
tlieir politicsd life was located away from the *< Three Counties upon the Delaware," and their 
records were largely formulated in connection with Pennsylvania, New York, aiMl to some 
extent with Maryland. It is to an autonomous political community that we look for a well- 
linked chain of history forged by the home interest of its people in their own aflaire, and 
Delaware did not ainproach a condition of embiyo statehood until she reached a condition o^ 
legislative senii-inde|)endence in 1704. Still, tlie narrative of her public, social ami imiustrial 
life is fiiirly well kept in. her own roeonls, those of the inreiit countries which first |M»puIat4.il 
her territory and those of the contiguous colonies, and from them an intelligent narrative 
of her colonial e[NX'h has been constructed.

illuminating light u|M>n tlie cnusosi incidents and conscquencrs of the time, and liave been 
used with signal benefit Fur the stoiy of the movements of afliiirB after the peace with 
Great Britain to the |iresent day, the hintorical material has been suiBciently abundant. 

Attention is called to the oom|ilctencsH of the locul narrative of the political and 
gvogrnphitvl divlHlona. This field has Iwvn uns|MiringIy glcniied and the results submitted, 
altliough these luive in Home instances involved the apiH^arance of clash, confusion and con- 
tradictiuii. In many instances the sketches of *' hundred hi^torifs," In the second volume, liave 
been inncrtcil as tliey were prepared by tlie local writers. The editor was not at liberty to 
change citlier their matter or form of arrangement. But there is nothing in which local 
experts and authoritien so much diiTvr as in those vicinage events and matters concerning 
which they collectively agree tluit the interference of the outnidcr must be stubbonily 
resented. Therefore^ the local writers have lieen |icrmittcd to tell their own stories, except 
wliere certain versions have been plainly contrary to the established truths of important 
hintory, in wliidi the editor has set forth the facts as acccpteil by the criticol world, 
aiMl it, of oouriio, follows that every form of a pua*ly hxnl inirrativc enriclics the book 
fur the mi<U*ra of tlio lotnlity alTucted. As to the variations in the orthiigrnpliy of the 
names of phiccs and |ienions that will lie iiotioc«l, it must bo said that the editor lias 
ailliereil to the original siwHing as near os it could Iw ancertaincd, but in coming down 
to later times the niuderniscd orthography has liccn adopted. Among the SwciIch, Dutch, 
and Englioli, who |icopled Delaware, there was a confusion and niudi of a blending of 
tongues ; spelling was not a positive science with any of tliem, and in early documents one 
|inge will often show several diflcrcnt combinations of let ten in one name. Under such 
cimimstancos the only safe rule is that which has been pursued, to follow the record ; or 
in tlie printing of biogroitliies of imlividuals to accept the dfeta of tlic families. It will 
mit cscaiie oliservation that tlie biographies of eminent <*itixens who liave borne or are 
bearing distinguished |)arts in the prucwKscs and i>n]grcHS of Dekiwarc are of absorbing 
intcKSt ami tlwt tlie list is so voluminous, the history of their lives so exact, as to almost 
make in themselves a compendium of events for over two oenturKS. 

A limited amount of s|Nice lias been given to biographies of representative men, living 
ami dead, who have borne an active port in the various enterprises of life,. and who have 
licivroe iilentifiod with tlie history of tlie stote and the localities in which they live. The 
nHiivvcmcnts of the living must not be forgotten, nor must the memories of those who have 
l«iiwtl away bo allowed to iKxiith. It is the imiH>rative duty of the historian to chroiiiole 
llicir |Hibrio ami private eiTorts to advance the gn*at intcn^sts of soi'icty. Their dccils are to 
lie rcixMdcd for the Iwnefit of tliosc who follow them,»tliey, in fact, form |mrt of the history 
of tlieir communities, ami their successful lives add to the glory of the oimimonwcalth. With 
this view tlie )mblishen have pre|Nired and inserted in the work a number of iotercBting 
biagraphkal skctclies of a few of Delaware's representative men. 
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The editor would be deitituto of a semie of JumiIc^ to Inmnelf and to Che State, wbwe 
entire hbtory haa now been written fur the 6mt time, if lie failed to avkiiowlcilgt* in tliin 
plaee, and witb a iontinicni of profound gratitude, tlie ourdial aid exten<lcd to liiin and liii* 
undertaking, by the fwople of Delaware.

Dt*Rlxii the yenm IM.17 and ]a:M, Prof. Jam C 
Doiith, In acconlanco with an act i»f the Htate 
Li<gialatur«, made a geological Mirvey of Delaware, 
the retulta of which were {MiblialMd in a report 
that appeared in 1841. Tbia old memoir ia of 
great Talue, both from the accuracy of the author'a 
olwcrvatkwa and hb minute attention to detail ; we 
cannot, therefore, expect to take anything from the 
character of tbia work, our aim l»eing to so com- 
pletely reconstruct our geotopy as to bring it into 
aynipathy with ivsulta in adjacent 8tatca. 

The formation reprcaent*^d within the bound* of 
the State ara Archean, Cretaceous, Tertiary and 
Quaternary. The relaliona and pueitione of tlie 
iereral divisions of these formations are rcprcsentitl 
in the acconi|ianying table, also the thickness of 
each. It will be understood that the formation 
oldest in age and order of deposition is placed at 
the bottom. 
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The geology of the Stata of Dalnwara la eom« 
pnratively aimplai The oldeet Arehean roeka 
eoTer all that portion of the State which Ilea to 
the north of the PhiUulelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore Railroad, where they are tilted at high 
angles* contorted and overthrown.

A Mchcm ruled over eaeh tribe, the office being 
hereditary upon the mother't tide. ** When a king 
or aachem died it was not,*' aayi Campaniua,** hia 
children who auciTcdcQ him, but hia brothera by 
the aame mother, or hia aiatcra or their dniightem* 
male chiklrrn, fur no fenialo could auccccd to the 
govcmment." It waa cuatoinnry, when any act of 
importance waa to Ite cntcreil U|»n, at the sale of 
land or making of war or peace, for the sachem 
to aummon a council consisting of the wise men 
and also of the common people. In making a 
treaty of peace or friendship, they were accustomed 
to give to those with whom they were making it a 
pipe to amoke, which act being performed, the 
treaty waa regarded as concludiHl and sacredly 
sealed. Their punishments usually connibted of 
fines. "A niimlfrer," snys Ciiin|NiiiiiiH, ** niiiy lie 
forgiven on giving a feast or something cIho of the 
aame kind ; but If a woman be kilttil, the iKMinltv is 
doubled, because a woman can bring furth chil- 
dren and a man cannot" Nearly all authorities 
seem to agree with the Swedish chronicler that 
murder was very uncommon among the Indians 
until **the white man came, when, under the influ- 
ence of intoiication from the liquor they sold them, 
aeveral were committed by the Indians. When 
they committed murder uuder th<ise eircumstaocea 
they excuscil thcnisvlvcs by saying it was the 
li<luor that did it'* 

.Another writer ' gives some interesting facta 
concerning the rvlation of drunkeniicM and crime 
among the Indians, prefacing his local facts with 
tlic remark that intoxicatitm was to them (the 
Indians) a new sensation ; they did not come to it 
by slow and imperceptible degrees, . . . but 
plunged at once into the vortex and madness was 
the cimsequemx.'* In the year 166M some In<lians 
in a state of intoxtiiition attacked and munlered 
the servants of one of the settlers iH>ar where Diirl* 
ingtiin, X. J., now stands on the IK'tiiwarc. **Tho 
liiilians when solwr ap|x*ar to have been ever anx- 
ious to live on terms offriendship with the whites. 
Accortlingly, we find that in this instance, as they 
had previously done in many others, they deter- 
mined to bring the oflcndera to justice. Having as- 
certained who the murderers were, they arrested the 
chief of them, a man by the name of Tashiowycan, 
shut and brought his liudy to Wicacoa, ' from whence 
it waa taken to New Castle and there hung in

ehaina." It Is a notabU fkot that aftor thia ovent 
the Indiana themselvca requeated that an abaoluta 
prohibition of the sale of liquor to the Indiana 
should be ordered along the entira length of the 
Delaware. Qovemor Lovelace in 1671 actually 
prohibited, upon pain of death, the selling of spirits 
and powder and lead to the Indiana, but the law 
was inoperative, for we find that those very articles 
were the principal considerations in land purchasea 
from the Indians almost immediately after the 
proclamation, and continued to he for a century. 
Resuming our extracts from Campanius* work, 
though this time it is the engineer and map-maker 
Limlstrom who is quoted by the former, wo find a 
description of ono of the Indians' groat hunts.—

The wea|)uns of the Indians were stone hatchets, 
the bow and arrow and the warnslub, and these 
primitive articles served them in the chase and in 
their battles with each other until they obtained 

guns and fiowder and 
lend, knives and iron tom- 
ahawks, the Delawarea, 
Buw|uehniiiias, Nnntieokes 
and some other tribes fnmi 
the Dutch and Swedes 
antl Knglish, and the Iro- 
<luois of New York from 
the French. Their bows 
were made usually of the 
limbs of trees about six 
feet in length, and then 
strings were made of the 
sinews and skins and in- 
tCMtincs of animals. Their 
arrows were reeds frum 
a yard to a yard and a half long. Tliey were 
winged with feathers, and in the end was fixed a 
hard piece of wood, in which was set a flint, a piece 
of bone or horn or someiimes the sharp tooth of an 
animal or large fish,which was securely fastened in 
with tough ligaments and fish glue. When they 
went to war each brave provided himself with a 
bow, a quiver full of arrows and a elub, and they 
painted themselves and plaeinl u|Mm their henils red 
feathers M the iiixiguin of liltMMl. Tliey fiirlifiiil

their iint had no outlet nve Irregularly through a 
hole ia the roiif, and the interion were itaincd and 
dingr, and the half-eUfling air lo filled with pun- 
gent and acrid odon as to cauee much inflamma- 
tion of the eye* and blindnetB in old age. The 
fleat and other vermin were numerous and pestifer- 
<ius) and noiie and conAision reigned luprcmo in 
the chwly-hutldled fsmily circle. Park man drawi 
a vivid picturQ of a UNlgo on a winter night, nltc^ 
nntcly in gk»w and gluoiti fKun the llickcriiig flnuio 
of nmiinoua woihIs that M'tit fitAil fltiidiea through 
the dingy canopy of smoke, a brouxvd group en- 
circling the fire, cooking, eating, gambling, quarrel* 
ing or amusing thcmselveB with idle chnflT; griuly 
old warriors, scarred with the marks of repeated 
battles; shriveled squaa-s, hideous with tuil and 
hardship endured for half a century ; youug war- 
riors with a record to make, vain, boastful, ob- 
stivpcrous; giddy girls, gay with paint, ochre, 
wampum and braid ; '* milcss children |)cll-mell 
with restless dogs.** 

Of foods the Indians ha«1, besides their game 
and fish, fresh and dried, melons, squashes and 
pumpkins, beans, peas and berries, of which they 
dried many for winter use, and several roots and 
plants of which they ate largely, and they all 
raised oom, the Indians along the Lower Dela- 
ware, and in Maryland, Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia especially, paying considerable attention to its 
cultivation. They ground it in the hollow plnti's 
of rocks either naturally or artificially formed, 
mixed the coanc cracked kernels with flour, and 
liaked tlie pm^to in cakes u|M)n the niilies. While 
enpigeil in the ehnms or traveling along dintaumM 
they carrieil |iouelies Aill of |mreluHl corn for their 
sustenance. They had, too, the luchthor (the;>r/f(/*- 
yuunutf of the IMawnres and the tnuqonuk of the 
Minquas), called by the whites the ** Indian loaf," 
a curious root supposed by some to be a sort of 
tnifllc. It was of the form of a flattened sphere, 
and varied in siie from an acorn to the bigness of 
a man's head. It was roasted in the ashes, as was 
also the Indian turnip, which, thus deprived of its 
pungency, made a wholesome food 

The Indians of Campanius* time had well-nigh 
given up tlie manufacture of pottery, for the cook- 
ing utensiU they secured from the Europeans served 
their purpose better. They were perfect strangers 
to the use of iron, and their own tools were rude 
and poor, strictly speaking, being those of the 
stone age. Charles ThomfisGn, who had an inti- 
mate knowledge of the Indians, but who, unfor- 
tunately, wrote but little about them, says in an 
essay: * ** They were perfect strangers to the use of 
iron. The instruments with which they dug up 
the grtkund were of woikI, or a stone foiitened to a 
handle of wood. Their hatchets for cutting were 



of stone, sharpened to an edge by rubbing, and 
fhstcned to a wooden handle Their arrows were 
pointed with flint or bones. What clothing they 
wore was of the skins of animab taken in hunting, 
and their ornaments were principally of feathers.*'

Gabriel Thomas dMcuuncd vf the ludiana io a 
manner similar to Pt* nn, but adds an interesting 
fact or two: **Thc Kiiglish and the Indians," he 
says, "live together very {Miccnbly, by reason that 
the En);lish satisfies them for their I^nd. . . . 
The Dutch and Hweads inform me that I hey are 
greatly ilecreiued in number to what they wvro 
when they eanio first into this ouuntry, and the 
Indians themselves say that two of them die to 
every one Thristiau that comes in liere." * 

There is not much more that it is worth while to 
deduce from the cotem|ioniry writers ufNin the 
Delnwarut, though wo shall hereafter ijiiote from 
George Also|> ooiiceruiug the MiiKiuas, Miiigoos or 
Busquehantios. What we have extracted from the 
writings of CHm|mMius,Pcnu and otiiera, endeavor- 
ing to omit matters of minor ini|M»rtanc« and those 
which are clearly erroneous, aflbrds ({uite a c(mi|>re- 
hensive view of the mannen, customs, character and 
appearance of the tupplaiited race, in regard to 
whom there must be a constantly increasing inter- 
est as the yean roll by.

It haa the power of compreming 
a whole ■'•iitenoe into a aingle word. Thin ia done 
by taking the moat important ayllable of each 
word, and aonictimca limply a aingle letter, coiih 
bluing them in alightly varying ft»mw or with 
difliTvnt tcrminatioiM, the laws of euphony lieing 
oliMrved, and thus forming a new word.exprew- 
ing a variety of ideas Nearly all of the Indian 
namca, particularly thnae of the I^naiw, are rich in 
rythmical euphony, and some which arc exceptions 
have doubtless received their har»lmcm through 
inifierfect rendering into Knglish (or, in many 
camn, Dutch and Swedish). 

The earliest Indian deed trannfcrring lands in 
Delaware which is on record lodatMl May 4, 1679, 
and is proKcrved in the archives of the recorder's 
oflice in New Castle Omnty. It is a dcc<l for the 
island u|Mm the Delaware, in Duck Creek Hun- 
dred, Kent County, known as Iktmbay HiNik 
Island, of which Mccluickffit, a sachem, was the 
grantor and Peter Bnyard' the grantee. In the

Another deed atmiliar to the one here given 
niaile November 1, lOMO, by the mnie aachem, 
Mechacksit, transferring to Ephraim Ilvrmiin, *' fur 
two half aiicera of drink, one blancquet, one mata* 
cnate, two axes, two knives, two double haudi«fuU 
of powder, two barrs of lead, and one kittle,'* a 
tract of land in Appoquininmink Hundnid, in the 
lower part of New Castle County.' In conveying 
lands the Indian sachems usually signed their nwrlu 
to the deeds of conveyance for the various tracts.

kindred of the Dclawarrs, whom they ealled 
*' grandfathehi,'* and oceu|Ned the lower part of 
this State and the Kasteni Kluire «if Maryland, 
and were distinctively a fishing and trapping 
people, rather than hunten ami warriors, llicse 
fads were awerted by one of their chiefs. White, 
to Lorkiel ami Heckcwelder, the Moravian mis- 
sionaries and historians at Ilethlehem, PennsvU 
vania. The Nanticokes moved northward Ite- 
fore the pressure of the slow, but inexorable 
advance of the white settlers, and aAer waging 
for a h»ng periiMl an intermittent war with the 
early cohniists of Maryland they retreated to the 
head of the Chesapeake liay, and thence, some of 
them, under the advice and protection of the Iro- 
(pioin, moved to tlie Wyoming Valley, and othen 
went farther up the Sii«quehnnna to Chemmenk 
or Zvningix (Shenango), Ui whieh region they all 
immigrated at the lieginning of the French and In- 
dian War against the Knglif>h. The tribe suffered 
even more from contact with the Europeans than 
di«l the l)cla wares and 8us4|ucliannas. *' Nothing," 
Hnid White, " had e(|uale«l the derline of his trilie 
since the white |)eoplc had come into the i^iuntry. 
They were dcstmyiil in part by disonlcrs which 
they liniii^ht with them, by the smalI-|Mix, the 
venereal diM'tiM', and by the frtr um; of •piritutms 
lii|Uon4, to which cn'st numliers fell victimn.** ' 
The trilie hud S4» dwindUnl awav that soon after 
the Uevoltition (in which they had j«>ined the 
llrilish stiiudard) they did not number more than 
tiny men. 

The last remnant of this people in Delaware 
took their defiarturc aliout 174H,* from the neigh- 
iMirlioiNl of Ijaiirel, in 8u>««x County. In this 
hwitlity — alsiut a mile from l«aurel, on the bank 
of a small stream — there was quite an extensive 
iMirying-gniuiid, which was o|M'ned early in the 
preseut ctMitury by workmen engage<l in digging 
earth for the pur|MN(e of n'|miring a mill-^lam. 
They <lug up several wagmi-limtls of bones and 
lefl a large quantity still remaining io the earth. 
The nkeletoiw were in a fair degri'e of pn-nerva* 
tioii, lay sUle hy side and each Ismo was in its 
pro|tpr plaei".

The SmquehaBiMt were on goud tennt with the 
Dutch and Bwedci, being notably amslcd and 
championed by the latter, who, as heretufure stated, 
built for them a fort which, in 1062, saved them 
from defeat at the hamhi of their Icindred, the 
Six Nations. The KiijcHsh scttlcn u|ion the Dela- 
ware were eiiually skillful with the Swedes in 
gaining and securing the friendship of this tribe, 
and carried on a large trade with tlietn. The 
niaintcMauce of relations at once agreeable and 
advantageous constantly exercised tlie diplomacy 
of officials, and comnmnicatiuiis of an advisory 
nature were incessantly |iaming lietwcen the Gov- 
ermirs at New York and the minor officers U(mmi 
the Delaware during the early |)eriud of tho Eng- 
lisli r^jiMt, as they did Inter l»etween Penn and 
his functionaries in Pennsylvania and tho ** three 
lower counties." (Jovernor Andrus, writing to the 
court officials at New Castle, on November 23, 
1676, says: ** Iff the Susciuchunuas should apply 
to you for any thing, you are to use them kindly, 
still as transient friends, butt for more than that 
to liefer tliem to come hither to the Govem<ir, 
where they may cx|H*ct all further just favors w*^ 
diM|iatcli in what they may denirL'" ' — which allords 
a fair lUustmtion of the prevailing disjKwition of 
tho Knglisli towards the jwoplo they wcru destined 
to supplant. 

Alternately at war with the whites and other 
tribes of their own raee, — with the Maryland colo- 
nists, tho Delawares, the Chcsafieake and Potomac 
Indians, and the Iro<|Uois of the north,— the 8us- 
quchannas at last gave way before the march of 
civilization and its attendant evils, mm and small- 
pox, combinetl with the onslaught of their savage 
enemies, until a mere frugnient of their nation, 
called the Cuneslogiui, was all that renuiined of a 
once powerful [icople, which, as late as KU7, had 
thirteen hundred warriors trainetl to the use of 
lirearnw by ISwcdish soldiers. These Conestogas 
were treacherously and brutally murdered by the 
*'Paxton boys," in the I^ncaster jail, where the 
Pennsylvania authorities ha<l sent them for pro- 
tection, and not many years later Logan, incom- 
parably the greatest of the Mingocs, whuse ]NUMion- 
ate but dignified and sententious elo(|uence, as 
displayed in his wordi* of mourning for hb slain 
kindred, is world-fam«ius, fell a victim to the tom- 
ahawk of an Indian aiwuMin while sitting by his 
hinely cam|Hfire in the wilds of Ohio. Thus \mm.%\ 
the lust of the .Mingoes, the noblest of all that bm ve, 
if barbanius, |)eople — his own fate typical of that 
which befell his uatioii and his race. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

DltOOVBRY AND aKITLRMRinr hy thk dctcb* 

1uou-1(;:m. 

It is not positively known who discovered the 
territory now known as Delaware, but as early aa 
1520, the Spaniards not only explored the whole 
coast from the Mexican Gulf, mirthward to and 
U'yood the thirty-tiflh degree of hititude, Imt had 
even attemptetl to form a settk'nicnt about that 
imrallel. There is evidence,' apiwrently Ihcontio- 
vertihle, that the (.*liei>u|K'ake was known to the 
S|Mniardit, and that an ex(ie<litiou had been made 
by them for the occn|iation of its cfiasts at least 
twenty years iHrfore we have any knowledge of 
any attempt of the Kngli»h to establish them- 
selves in any |«rt of the American continent In 
view of these facts it a'ouhl have been strange that

the great basin, now kmiwn as Delawaiw Bay, 
should have rvmainc«l unknown to the S|«niarJa 
until it was visited by Henry Hudson in 16t)9. 

In thesixtceitth century enterprises for discovery 
were numerous, and the daring and skill of the 
early voyagers who led the way t(» the ooloniiatioii 
of the United States deserve the highest admira- 
tion. The character of the prevalent winds and 
currents was unknown, aud the ships employed for 
discovery were generally of Icm than one hundred 
tons bunJcu. Frobisher sailcil in a vessel of but 
twenty-fivc tons ; two of those of Columbus were 
without a deck, aud so perilous were the voyages 
deemed that the sailors were accustometl. before 
emimrking, to fierforni solemn acts of devi*tion, aa 
if U» pre|inre for eteniity. 

It is certain that the firat practical dijiofvery of 
the iX'laware ISay and River and of the New York 
Bay and Hudsim Kiver was made in 1600, by 
Henry Hudson/ an English navigator in the ser-

A landed aristocracy was brought into exiKivni'e 
and the New Netherlands were liamlcd uvrr 
pretty much to its coutml. The charter gave the 
privilege to mendwrs of tlto company to senil to 
America by the comimny's shi|iK, on certain con- 
ditions, three or four iiersons to seli-ct lauds, which 
on iMirchase from the Indians and on proicrilied 
conditions of jilauting colonies, should in tracts of 
fixed sixe, bee«mie the profierties of feudal birds, or 
patroons, who were also to have the control and 
government of their inlmbttanis. The land select- 
ed for a coUmy might extend sixteen Dutch miles 
in length if confined to one side of a navigable 
river or eight miles on each side, if both banks 
were occupied, and extend as far into the country 
as the situation of the occupiers should make de- 
■irabte (though this latter clause seems afterwards 
to have been revoked and the extent inland to 
have been mtHlified to one half of a Dutch mile, 
or two English miles). These great gnints were 
to be bestowed upuu any memliers of the company 
(to none others were the privili*ges open) who 
should within four years plant a colony of fifty 
adults U|iou the tracts in iiuesttoo anywhere in 
New Netherlands except upon the Island of Man^ 
hattan More immigrants entitled the |Nitroon to 
pr^)|iortiouately more land. The palruons aciiuireil 
their estates in fee simple, with fiower of divimsiug 
by will ; they were magistrates within their own 
liounds — "had chief comntand and dower jtiris- 
dicti«»u" — and each fiatroou had the exclusive 
privilege of fishing, fowling ami grinding corn 
within his own domain. They had also the {Mjwer 
of foumling cities and ap|Miinting oflicers and 
could trade anywhere along the c«Mist or to Hol- 
land on imyment of five |ier cent, duty to the 
com|)any, at its reservation of Manhattan. The 
com|)auy prohibited engagement in nnuiufacturing 
and retained exclusive uiooo|)oly of the fur trade. 
In all other matters the patroons were to be sov- 
ereign in their lordship 

Among the very first to act under the Charter 
of Exemptions and Privileges were .Samuel Blum- 
maert and Samuel Godwyn. In 1629 they sent

suhflcription of four hundred thousand thalcrs; 
fixed numerous other details and prescril)ed a form 
of government for the comjiany.

In rcganl to trmtinent to the Indians he waa 
counseled to " humanity and niildncM/* and to see 
that *' neither violence nor injustice was done 
them/* hut he "iiiusil Inbi>r to instruct them in the 
Chrintinn religion and the Divine Service, and 
civilixe thorn.*' To disc'ngngit tliem fVi>m tlie 
Dutch ntid Rtiglinh, he was din>(*ted in sell at 
lower prices ihaii they. 

The ( lovernor was by every means in his |iower 
to eiu*ounige the fur tratle, and agriculture, to 
promote manufacturrs niMl t(» search for metals 
and minerals; to ascertain whether whale fisheries 
could not be made pmfitable, and to investigate 
the condition of the country with rclercncc to the 
pro|ingation of silk worms. He had aluo to 
disiHiiisc justice. With all these divers and diverne 
dutiva, and muny more, it will nnulily lx*seen that 
the Governor's ofliop was one by no means easy to 
fill. Printx was, limidcs. lo build, if nocifwiry, a 
fort which Hboiiid **sbut up the South river,*' or at 
ItMUit iHimmnnd it, but if ho found Port Cliristina 
adcfpintc be was to turn his ntt(*nti(m more ]mrtiG- 
ubirly to iigriculture, es|iccially the cultivation of 
tobacco and to mine if9ii\Q and sheep, the brcecls 
uf which he was to impnive by obtaining the best 
animals from the English and Dutch. He was 
anowc<l to chiMNie his residence where most coiive* 
iiient, if a bication at Fort Cliristina <li<l not meet 
his nppnival.*

NKW SWEDEN ON THE DELAWARE. 



Gottcnburf occupied but three months uid m half. 
The Rev* John OimiMmiui, who aoconiiMinicd the 
ezpeditioo, has given an account of it in tlie wtiric 
edited by hb graudaon. Thoy took tJio UMial cir* 
cuitoui ioutlieni courac, aailiug by tlie cuaula of 
Portugal and Barbary. and the Canary Islands, 
■topping during the Christniae holiilHys at Antigua, 
wlicre tliey were entertained by tlie Governor and 
muniing their voyage by way of St. Chrirttipher, 
8t. Martin's and other West India Inlands, aud 
thence ca^twanl along the American ciNWt. They 
were inside tlie Di'Iaware Day, olftlie Hoom kill 
on the 2<ith of January, and on the following day 
encountered a severe storm, aivuMi|Ninicd by a 
blinding snow, in which the *' Fame" was rouglily 
handled, losing three auchon, a main iiiaitt, and 
spritsail, suilcring other dnmagi>, and linully nin- 
niiig agniund, aud Iwing nin oH' with great diHi* 
culty.' Prints ami his fellow voyagers discni* 
iMrked at Christina, but be did not long remain 
there, and it is pn>biible that but few of hU men 
did. The Governor ntntlc his home, and built a 
fort — at Tinicuni, above Chester — higher up the 
river, as will Ins shown hereuller, and it ht proba- 
ble that he liN>k with him most of the fieople he 
bail bn>ught over. 

Of these coloniias who came to the Delaware 
with Prints in the fourth 8we<lisli exfiulilion there 
exists no it»mplcte list, but sumo of their mimes 
have been preserved.' The most pn»iiiiiienl cliar> 
acter uf all, not even excepting the Governor, was 
the clergyman John Camimnius, made famous by 
the journals which he kept, |iertainiiig to New 
Swetlen, from which his gnindson Hn»te the cele- 
hntted ** iX-seription of the Province of New 8we> 
den," a highly interesting, but in some rii«|Ni'ts 
untrustworthy work, and notable, too, us the riiuvt 
translator of Ijuther's cateehism into the Indian 
language. His uaino ol\en ap|H*ars ns John 
Camisinius Jiolm, the Inst wonl being addeil to 
designate Stockholm, the place of his nativity.'' 

The Otivenior bnnight with him his wife and 
daughter Armgott, and Lieutenant Mfliis Kling 
returned to the settlement.

Notwithttanding time difficulties the colony 
iiceiiicd to proeper, for it was successfully cngngvd 
in agriculture and trsde, and numbered one Iiun- 
dred and eighty-three souls. It was greatly in

gojm who had returned to Sweden. On the 16th 
of May, 1648, the ship " Svanen " sailed from New 
Sweden with a return cargo, and after a re- 
markably short voyage of thirty days, arrived at 
HelsingOr, and on the «3d of July, at Stockholm. 

In 1647 the Dutch Director-General Kiefl was 
succecdeil by Peter Stuyvesant, wlio began his ad- 
ministration on May 27th. Prints found him a 
very different man from Kieft. When the two 
governors finally met on May 25th, 1651, the 
Dutch director-general, while quite an soldierly, 
lilufT, and iniMcible as Prints, nhowed himself to be 
head and shoulders above the latter in diplomac}'. 



During all these disputes and high-handed dealings 
In the period of Printx's administration, the Dutch 
had sedulously pursued the policy of acquiring, 
by public and private purchajw. Indian titles to all 
the lands on both sides the Delaware from Salem 
and ChriKtinaham up. The 8wc<lcs had latterly 
adopted the same policy, but with less succei*. 
Stuyvesant came to the South River in person in 
1651, *'to prcivrve and protect the coni|Mny*s 
rights and jurisdiction.*' lie sent proofs to Printi 
of the c«)nii)any*s rights in tlie premises, and 
demanded in return that the Sweclish governor 
should [miduce proof of what lands he had pur> 
chased and his authority to hold them. Printx 
coukl merely define the limits of his territory, and 
say that his pajiers were on file in the chancellory 
of Sweden. Then Stuvvesunt is said to have

detected Prints in an attem[>t to secretly buy title 
from an Indian raohem called Waspang Zewan, 
whereupon the Dutch govem<ir forthwith dealt 
with the Indians hinMrlf, an<l was by them pre- 
sented with a title to l)oth sides of the Dfluware 
from Christiana Creek to ISomlmy Hook, they at 
the some time denying that they hud ever sold 
any lands to the Swe<lea.

Fort 
Nassau being too much out of the way, and in spite 
of Printz's protests he built Fort C&<imir on the 
Delaware side of the river, about one Dutch mile 
from Fort Christina and near the present city of 
New Ctistlc, where he stationed a gnrris4»n, with 
ciintion ond two shiiis. The central |Miint of the 
Dutch power on the Delaware, was now trans- 
fernxl to Fort Cosimir, and soon af\cr F«»rt Nas- 
sau wa<« abtiniloned. Prints and Stuyvesant had 
several interviews with each other, and the final 
result was that " they mutually promised to cause 
no difficulties or hostility to each other, but to keep 
neighborly friendship ond corresjiondence together, 
and act as friends and allien.** 

It will be observe<l that all through these con- 
troversies, while there were many hi^h words and 
some kicks ami euHs, the Dutch and Swedes never 
come to actiml htMtilities, and always maintained 
modus vivemli with one another. This was not 
because they hated each other lew, hut liecause 
they dreaded a third rival more. Both Dutch 
and Swedes were terribly apprehensive of Knglish 
designs u|)on the Delaware. As was laid down in 
the instructions to Governor KL«ingh, who suc- 
ceeded Prints in New Sweden, spetiking of the 
new (Vrt (-asimir, if Kisingh could not induce

The settlen* were accomi»iinic«l 
by Peter Liudsirom, a military 
engineer of some distinction, who 
had been ap|Niintcd to serve in 
a [)rofi'Hi*ional ca|mcity in the 
colony.

Ruing** inntructions under date of December 
lo. 105:), and siipied hy Krik OxenMljema and 
Kuniter Bonde, »how that the Swedes intended to 
re-i«tabli*h power in the colony. He and the 
Governor were to administer juHtice, and promote 
tmde and the prufeMioiu — fi«hing, hiii«lmndry, at- 
tract tng nH'mben* of neigh borinx nations, who 
might lie able to give them aid. EHpoeiuIly were 
they niiuirfd to seek *' to rid the plac'o of tlie 
Dutrh, who had enacted a fort then*, exereiitiiig, 
however, all iHwible prudence,** and ulnive all, 
taking care that the Knglinh did not obtain a foot- 
hold. They were alstt to endeavor to enlargi* the 
limits of the wttlement, and try to get all trade on 
the river out of the hands of foreigners by build- 
ing, if need lie, another fort at the mouth of the 
Delaware. 

Immediately U|Min Ki.'<ing*i« arrival off* Fort 
CaKiiuir, he sent Sven Schute, with twenty soldiers, 
to the Khon*, to demand the surrender (»f the gurri- 
Mm, ami not nxviving an answer lo his nignnl, 
ftnil at the fort fnim two of the heaviest guns on 
his Hhi|i. Taken by surprise Cierrit Bikkcr, the 
Dutch cimmmnder dis|iatche«l four men with a 
rci|tiei»t for three ilays* respite, which was refused, 
and when the latter inquired the terms of the 
Swedes, they were told that tliey should l>e in- 
formed of these the following day at Fort diristinn. 
Meanwhile, Lieutenant Gyllengren, under orders 
of ^H.*hute, prei«ing in with some men through a 
gate, overpowered the sentinels, disarmi^d the gar- 
rimm, and triumphantly dii*play(Hi the Swedish tliig 
alM»vc the fort. The force which held it consisted 
of lian*ly a doxen Hihlicrs, although not Iras than 
twenty-two houses, inhabited by Dutch settlers, 
lav round nliout. After a bodv of Swedes, under 
the command of Schute, had entered Fort Trinity 
(named after Trinity Sumlay, l>ecausH! it was iiip- 
tured on that day), the Dutch soldiers received 
liermisf'ion to stay or go, as they pleased. *

assembleil to take the oath of allegiance to Sweden 
and the West India Coni|iany, an<l i*a|)egoJa re- 
sigiic«l his oHice as Govenior into the hamls of 
Rising, nittwithstanding the latter had not yet 
lx«n duly appointed to that charge. ]*a|)egqja 
and Schute continued to be the ( lovemor's prin- 
cipal assistants in the direction of the cohmy. On 
the .'(d of June a similar meeting was held at 
Printxhi>f on Tennakimg, and the Dutch com- 
mandant at Fort Ciisimir and the majority of his 
garrisim swore fealty to Sweden.

atrocitict and barbarities. Very few Swedes ever 
lust a night*8 rest beeause of the Indian's war- 
whoop. They were a ])cople of simple ways, in- 
dustrious, loyal, steadfast. In lGi)3 some of these 
Delaware Swede:* wrote home fur minii>(en, books, 
and teachen. Thii^ letter savs, " A» to what eon- 
ccrn« our situation in tnis country, we are for the 
nioH part husbnhdini>n. Wo plow and n»w and 
till the frnnind ; and as to our nimit and drink, we 
live ac<t)rilin;» to the old Swislixh cUKtom. This 
country is very rich and fruitful, and here gn»w 
all sorts of grain in great plenty, sf> that we arc 
richly Kupplied with meat and drink; anil we send 
out yearly to our neigh Ixm ou this ctmtincnt and 
the nei'^hlMtring ishuidM bn^nd, grnin, th>ur, and 
oil. We have here alito all s<»rU of beastK, fowlx, 
and fishes. Our wivm and daughters employ them- 
selves in Hpinidng wiwd ami fhix and many of them 
in weaving; ho that we have gn-ai n'aMon t<i ihank 
«jlio Almighty for his manitohl mereies and iN'iie* 
lltH, <2im1 grant that we nuiy nliH» have gi,od 
shephenU to fi'inl us with hl^ holy woni and paera- 
nients. We livenlmi in |M-aei! ami frientUliip with 
one another, and the Indians have not mole.<«teil us 
for many . yea r.<(. Further, si uix; this oountr>' has 
cc:iscd to be under the government of Sweden, wc 
arc lM)und to acknowledge and dii'Iarc for the 
sake of truth that we have liec^n well and kindly 
treated, as well by the Dutch a^* by his Majesty 
the King of Knghiud, our gracious sovereign ; on 
the other hand, we, the Swc«les, have lieen and 
still are tnie to hiui in wonis an«l in divdH. Wc 
have always had over us pmhI and gnieious mngi.4- 
trati-s; and wc live with one another in jieacc and 
ipiielude." * 

One of the missiunaric!* sent over in reiiiNm.<H* to 
the touching denmnd of which the aliove (|Uote<l 
paA«agi> is part, writing back to Swe<len aHer his 
arrival, says that his congregnti<m are rich, 
adding, **Tlie country hero is delight lul, as it ha-* 
always l»ccn desiTiUil. and overthiws with every 
blu<«i*ing, so that the iHiiple live very well without 
lieing ct»m|N*IIed to Uw much or t*io wven* lalNir. 
Tlie taxes are very light; th<! farmers, arter their 
work is over, live as they do in S\\ed«*n, but are 
clothcil as well as the n's|K'Ctablc inhabitants of 
the towns. Tbev have fn-sh meat and fi»h in 
abundance, and want nothing of what other 
countries produce ; they have plenty of gniin to 
make bread, and plenty of drink. There are no 
|Hior in this count r)*, but they all provide for 
themselves, for the himl is rich and fruitful, and 
no man who will labor can sufler want." All

HISfORT OF DELAWARE. 



Edmund Plowdea, CkpUin Thomas Young, n ton 
<»f Gregory Young, of York, received n tpccial 
cummifiiion from the king, which It printed in 
Rymer'ft **Fcrdcra,'* nnd dated i^|itcmlier 23, 108.3, 
autltorizlttg him to fit out armed vcfvela for the 
voyage to Virginia and adjacent parta ; to take 
poPMivion in the king's name of all territory dis- 
covered, not yet inhahited by any C)irii»tinn 
jtciiple ; to e«tahli«h trading |Kwt8 with Mile riglit 
«*f trade, ami to make such regulations and to 
ap|K>int such officers as were nccciwnry to cslnb- 
Ii»h civil guvrnmtcnt. 

In the spring of 1(}.'U the exploring vx|)Cflition 
de]iartcd, the lieutenant of which was ItolK*rt 
Kvdyn, a m'plK'W of Young ; Kvclyn*ii father, of 
GiNUtone, Surrey, having married Susan, the cap- 
tain V sitfier. Among other oflicen was a surgeon 
name«l Scott, and the coKmogropher was Alexander 
Itakvr, of St. ]IollM)nrs rart^h, MidtlUitex, do- 
NTilH>«l hy Young iis**i>kiirtil in nancs and trying 
«if nictnln.** The gri'ut ohjoia of Captiiin Young 
was to aMTnd the iK'lawun* Itiver, which he called 
Charltv. in compliinc'nt to the king, until he found 
a great lake, which was i>aid to l>e it« niiunv, and 
then to find a Mediternutean Sea, which the 
Indians repc»rted to be four days' journey licyond 
the mountains. He entered Delaware Ihiy on the 
2'ith of July, Um, and on the 2!»th of August 
had readied the Falls of the I)i*laware Uivcr. 
On the fin>t of Septemlier JJeutenant Holwrt 
Evelyn was sent in I Ik* shallop *' up to the rocks 
iMiih to NHiml the water an he went and likewiM 
to try whether the iMtats would |hi!4i the nn'k* or 
no.** MiH'ting a trading vca'H^I there from Man- 
hattan, Young onlcrtnl Kvdyn to set* the llol- 
laufk-rs outside of I Via ware Hay and then to go 
and di«^»ver along the Atlantic coa^^t. He was 
M'Ut as far as lIu(U>n':« Uiver, and then returned 
to Young on the Delaware. Captain Young 
writeii : *' As poon as he was n>turncd I sent him 
prnvntly once more up to the fallH, to try whether 
he could paM tlaiKe ixK'Vn at a Hpring-lide, which 
U'fore he could not do at a neap- title ; hut it was 
then also im|ioMililo with any great IhwU, wlivrc- 
up«»n lie n'tunie«l liack to nu* apiym*.'*' 

Aflcr thin exjH'iliiiou Yt»ung, >l\\\ King in the 
iVlaware Itiver, where hctnidetl with the Indians 
at F«>rt Kriwoneck, ltolH*rt Kvelvn was M*nt with 
di4>|4itdies to Moghuul, where he remained until 
the fall of ICUl, when lie returned to Virginia and 
the m*xt year was one of the councillors and sur- 
veyors of that colony. At this time George, his 
brotlier, came to Kent I>land, in Maryland, as 
the agent of tho I»ndon [mrtners of William 
C'lavb<»rne. 

WIkii Kobert Kvdyn aj^in returned to England 
he was imluce<l, in 1041, to write a suuill <|uarto

with the title " Direction for Adventurers, and true 
Dc8eri|}tion of the healthiest, pleasantest, richest 
plantation of New Albion, in North Viiginia, in 
a letter from i^Isiter Robert Eveline, who Hved 
there many years." The demrriplion was in the 
form of a letter ami addressed to Plowden's wife.* 

Sir £«lmund IMowden's first visit to America 
was in l(i42. Roliert Evelyn, who had also re- 
tumcil on the 2«'Vd of June of the same year, waa 
coniniii>»i«incd by the authorities of Mar)'land "to 
take chargi*, ami eonuuand, of all or any of the 
Kn}:lii*li in, or near aliout, Piscataway, and levy, 
train an<l master them." 

During the year 1(»42 Plowden appears to have 
Hniletl up the Delaware and visited *'tho fort given 
over by Captain Young and blaster Kvdyn," 
which seems to have U-en in or near the Schuylkill. 
lliN re»idenir was chiefly in Northampton County, 
Vir}£inia,' and ho brought some wrvants of his 
family from J*U));land.*

The oireunistancfa which led to the oTorihrow 
of the Dutch in the New Netherlandsi do not 
demand any long recital. The facts are few, and 
there is no stirring episode in connection with thcni. 
No revolution could have been more tame, no 
transfer of an empire more apathetic. The Dutch 
had always had the sagacity to know that the 
Knglinh were their wont enemies in this continent. 
New Netherland lay like a wedge between Virginia 
and New England, separating and weakening those 
colonies, while at the nuiio time it kept both fnmi 
access to the Ixvt soils, the most dcnirablo and 
siilubrious climates, and the boldest navigable 
wuten in America. From tho time of Lord 
linltiinorc's s^atlvment on tho Chesapeake (10.')4), 
the presMurc which the Dutch felt so much u]ion 
their eahteni frontier was re))eated with an added 
strain on thcsoutheni. lialtiuiure's charter called 
fur all the land north of the Potomac and south of 
the furtieth (mnillel. This line would hove in- 
cluded tho prcMTUt site of Philadelphia, and Dalti- 
more was urgent in asserting his claim. As lias 
Uini statitl, lie sent Cul. Nathaniel Utio to New 
Anistel (now New CiiMle) to give notieo of his 
righti* and how ho nK>tiiit to eiifonv them, luid his 
aiiitNiMtador went among the simplv-henrteil, timid 
Dutch and Swedes like a hectoring cotistablo nriiietl 
with u diiitniiiit warrant. Utie and otiien HS8i^ted 
the Indians who were at war with tlufeie trilaM who 
were clit-nti* and allies of the Dutch, and FendtiU 
and Culvert refloated ly made it ap{iear that they 
meant to invatlu ihc South Uiver colony and over- 
throw the Dutch p«iwer, either by sailing in at the 
mouth of the Duliiwaro or by an invuHiun overland 
by way of Klk Uiver. So great was the pressure 
put uiMin them that the Dutch abondonetl their 
settlenieiits aliout tho ll.>rfkills, and withdrew 
further up the buy. As a further precaution, and 
to erect '*a wall lietween them and the Knglish of 
Maryland," tho Dutch West India ComfNiny, as 
we have tdiown, valvd to the city .,f Anuitenhim, 
to which it owed heavy debts, its entire jurisdiction 
over the South Uiver colony. 

But the Kngliith to lie drend<>d did not live in 
tho colonies but at home. The Stuarts were in 
power again, and so gn<«'ily weru they and their 
followers, ath'r their long fust during the jMTiml of 
tho Coiiimoiiwcalth and the Protectorate, that 
ICiiglund, though eieun strip|ti>d, did not furnish 
s|N)ils enough to " go round." Charles II., more- 
over, had no liking for tho Dutch, and it had 
already become the fiolicy of Great Britain to 
obtain control of the North American continent.

In return, he 
gmteAilljT gave the privllofre of rebeptiiing the 
town on the DeUware at which eome of the Minri- 
Ton landed, and thue the significant and appro- 
priate name of Uphuid, applied by the Swedes to 
their seeond colour, was lost in the euphonious but 
mcaninglom and inappropriate cognomen of Ches- 
ter. 

The record of Penn's arrival at New Castle is as 
follows: " October 28. On the 27th day of Octo- 
ber, arrived before the 
town of New Csstlc, in 
Delaware, from England, 
William Vvsn, Esq., 
proprietary of Pennsyl- 
vania, who produced two 
certain dooils of feoff- 
ment from the illustrious 
prince^ James, Duke of 
York, Albany, etc., for 
this town of New Castle, 
and twelve miles about 
it, and alM) fur the two 
lower counticn tlio Whuro- 
kill« and Bt Jones's, 
whicli ftiid deeds beardnto 
the 24tli August, 1682;

Ailer the meeting of tho Aivenibly, Penn fct 
out on Dccciulier 11th to go to vi«it Lunl Dulti- 
timore, with wlioni ho had an apiioiuhiient for the 
19lh. Tlie nit'otinK toolc [tiara at Wi'Ht Kivvr, 
wlicre ll^nn was courteously ami hiNtiiiinhly ontvr- 
laim<d. Nothing was acconiprMlivd, however, iu 
the way of settling the boundary dispute, beyond 
a general discussion of the subject. Baltimore 
contended for what his charter gave him ; Penn 
holding firm upon his purchase, the King's letter, 
and the phrase of tlie Calvert charter confining 
its operations to lands hitlierto uiioccu|.ied, a |iosi- 
tion in which Penn and tlus Virginian Claiborne 
tuoK oommon ground. Tlie issue of fact as to 
wliether tho IJelaware Hundreds were settled or 
unnettled in 1034, could not be deierroiiieil then 
antl there, e;eu if the ciMitetidiug |Nirtius should 
agree to rest their case upon that jioiut, as neither 
would do. The proprietaries finally parted, agree- 
ing to meet again in March, and each went home 
to write out his own views and his own account of 



the intenriew lo the Lords of the Oommittee of 
Plantations. On his wny to Chester, Psnn stopped 
to visit the flourishing settlement of Frienda In 
Anne Arundel and Tklbot CountieB, Maryland, 
reaching his destination on the 20tli. 

The year 1083 was a very busy one for William 
Penn. A great number of colonists arrived, build* 
ing was . very actively going on, divisioQ of 
land among purchaaen was a source of much 
care and perplexity, tho linca and bounds and 
streets uf tho new city required to be readjusted, 
the Council and AsHcmbly had to be newly elected 
and organised, with much important legislative 
business before tliem, and there were besides, the 
boundary question and interviews with Lord Bal- 
timore, Indian land treatiei with their tedious pre- 
liminary oouncils and pow-wows, and in addition 
to all this an extensive and exacting oorruHpond- 
enoc. Penn, however, was equal to it all, and 
maintained his health, spirits, and energy remark- 
ably well. lie even found time to make an exten- 
sive tour through his territories, visited the Indian 
tribes in friendship with them, curiously studied 
their maunen and customs^ and even picked up a 
smattering of their tongue. Penn was more and 
more pleased with his prt»vincc the more he saw of it, 
and was elated with the great work he had set in 
motion, even while he could not conceal from him- 
self that his new pruviiit« was going to prove diffi- 
cult for him to govern, and that his liberal exficti- 
diturcs in behalf of its settlement would eventually 
plunge him deep in fiecuniary embarrassments. 

Tlie Governor ap|iointcd new slieritis for the 
several counties, and ordered them to issue writs 
for a new election of members of tho Provincial 
Council and General Assembly. The "act of 
settlement," or frame of government proviniotially 
adopted by the first Legislature in its brief session 
at Upland, or Cliester, had arranged lor the ele<y 
tion of a Council of twelve iienons from each 
county, and a GtMicral Aiwembly to coiuiist of not 
uioru than two hundred frveiiieii. The fwople of 
the counties, however, thought that this would bo 
too heavy a drain uptm a scattered and as yet 
scanty |M)|Hilation, esfieeially at times when labor 
seemed to lie of more value tlian law-making, and 
acconlingly they simply went outside the charter 
and elected twelve members from each county, 
three of whom were designated to serve in the 
Provincial Council, the rest to act as members of 
the General Arai'mbly. 

The Legislature met for the first time in Phila- 
delphia, the (*ouncil and G<»vernor coming together 
on the 10th of March, 10i$3, the General Assembly 
two davs later. The members of the Council were :

In the Minimcr of 1731 the controveray was 
apiin renewed, through tho violence of one Holey, 
of Cecil (bounty, who, with a number of others, had 
dfstroycd the fencing around the property of a 
man named Wherry, residing within the limits of 
Pennsylvania. By a rather curioiM series of ju- 
dicial processes. Holey was ftnsUy liberated, and 
Wherry was prosecuted on a charf^ of cutting 
Holev*s timber. Tlie defendant claimed that the

timber was on his own provcrty, which was situ- 
ated in Pennsylvania but tho Cecil Ciiunty jury, 
before which ho appeared, decided that the land 
was in Maryland, in spito of all the agreements 
U-tween the two pn»vinoes to render no decisions 
as to boundaries until the whole dispute was fin- 



ally settled. At the Muno tine a ibnOar eooi- 
plaint was entered by an Inhabitant of Kent 
County, who had met with like treatment In Mary- 
land. This arbitrary style of the Cecil courts 
greatly incensed Governor Gordon, and .he at 
once opened a oorrespondenee with Governor Gal- 
vert, of Maryland, protesting against a oontinu* 
anoe of the existing methods. Governor Calvert 
responded that on his side he had received com- 
plaints that the people of the three lower counties 
on Delaware had been committing similar depre* 
dations, and that only his indisposition had de- 
terred him from writing on the same subject He 
then explained the Maryland position in the 
Wherry case, but the negotiations were left in a 
mortt unsatisfactory condition. In Oct<iber of the 
same year (1731) another cause for friction arose 
out of the abusive actions of Captain Cresap toward 
the Indians on the eastern side of tho .Susquehanna. 
The complexity of tho controversy whicii grow out 
of tho CrvMip aH'sir, doubtloMi exercised a great in- 
fluence in forcing the entire boundary ifuestion to a 
settlement, and wo are therefore warranted in con* 
sideriug the case in some detail. Penn had guar- 
anteed the Indians who settled on tlie Sumjue- 
hanna within his territory against all incursions 
from the Mary landers on tlie op|MisiU) side of the 
river. Crtwup being a native of Baltimore County, 
his interference with the Conostogoes wsh a mat- 
ter which rightfully rctiuired Governor Gordon's 
interference. It was not long, however, before 
Cresap entered a counterclaim against Edward 
Beddock and Kioe Morgan, two Pennsylvaninns, 
who, while he (Cresap) was taking them across the 
river, threw him overboard and carried oifhis boat. 
Cresap took his caw before Justice Cornish, a 
Pennsylvania magistrate, and although the 
oflendera were duly convicted, tho question of 
boundaries again came up, it being a disputed 
point whether tho offense was committed in Mary- 
land or Pennsylvania. Governor 0);le, of Mary- 
land, also took umbrage at an alleged statement of 
Cornish, who, as Cresap insbtrd, said that Mary- 
lnu<ler« should not ask for justice in his court. 
Justicu (Jornish denied having said this, and his 
conviction of the prisoners would seem to have 
proven his impartiality. But notwithstanding 
this, Governor Ogle continued to write on the sub- 
ject, and the dispute continued through the spring 
of 1732. At this point Cresap was entirely sub* 
ordinnted in the public mind to a reiMrt from 
London that an agrccnH^nt had finally been reached 
between the contestants in the boundary dii^pute. 
The report wai< a little premature, but steps towards 
an actual settlement had really been taken. On

Ogle flstly refused, asserting that the commissi n- 
ers had acknowledged themselves to bo without 
sufficient authority. He had only reached this 
conclusion from a most unwarranted misonnstruo- 
tion of a phrase in their letter to him, and it be- 
came clear that the mission would prove fruitless.

Excitement soon became most intense, however, 
when it was learned that Lord Baltimore had 
made application to the King to confirm Iiik charter 
or grant of the thive lower counties. At tho 
re<iu<Mt of the mayor and citizciu of Philadelphia, 
the Governor convened the Assembly of the pro- 
vince to con:«idcr this latest step of Lord Baltimore. 
Little was done, however, except to give expression 
to the alarm felt at this attempt to usurp the lower 
counties. In reply to Governor Gonlon*s address, 
the Assembly, referring to the efforts of Lord 
Baltimore to secure the territories uimu Delaware, 
said they thought ** it would bo attended with con- 
sequences truly unhappy to the inhabitants of this 
province, not only disuniting those whom the same 
form of government, admintMtered umler the pro- 
prietaries and Go^'emors, and a similitude of in- 
clinations and interests have closely united, but in 
diminishing our trade, depriving many of us of our 
properties, and destroying those religious and civil 
liberties which were one of the chief inducements 
to the first planting of this colony." The Penns 
fought with all their might against granting the 
petition. They cited Lord Baltimore's voluntary 
surrender of this territory by the agrc*emont of 
1732, as his own acknowledgment that the title was 
vestc<l in the Penns. The c(mw<iuence was that, 
in order to test the validity of this agreement, the 
Penns were ordered to file a bill in chancery 
against Lord Baltimore, demanding the fulfillment 
of the provisions of the agreement The bill was

accordingly filed, in 1735, by John, lUehaid and 
Thomas Penn, but, with the proverbial delay of the 
Chancery Court, it was fifteen yean before the 
decision was rendered.* 

The interval was characteriaed by bordertronblcs 
of a violent nature. In April, 1735, a complaint 
was onterpd by Patrick Thomas, of Kent County, 
Maryland, that Janu« Mullen, Edwaid Banbury 
and James Ueilly, of Dover, with some others, had 
dragged him from his house to the Dover prison. 
The most serious of these frays was an attack on 
the house of Thomas Cresap. Cresap, as we have 
seen above, was a desperate character, who was 
continually mixed up in the disputes on the 
boundary, but had, nevertheless, attained some 
prominence in Maryland affairs. The attack was 
doubtless made by Pennsylvanians who hadsuflered 




at his hands. It was not long, however, before 
Cresap Is found at the head of a band of fifly men, 
invading Lancaster County, and attempting to 
settle a dispute which would rather have been a 
matter for tho consideration of the Governors 
During this raid, among others, Knowlos Daunt 
«'as killed, and CrcMap was captured and charged 
with his murder. The controversy which arose 
out of this occurrence forms a monotonous record 
of letters and dcpo!>iti(ins. It was followed by 
outrages, however, whirh soon disgusted both sides, 
and made them equally anxious to end this constant 
state of open warfare. Both the Mar)'land and 
Pennsvlvanin Assemblies furwardeil addresMM to 
the King, requesting hist interference to put a stop 
to the dinorders. Thev were immetlintc in their 
effect nnd brought from the King the following 
order in Council, dated August 18, 1737.

The year 1760 standi out as an important epoch 
in our story.

The provincial members, 
in their reply to this, declared that the aseertion 
that the territorial members had come to join them 
in Assembly was mere pretense, as it was they who 
had sci'ompliBhed the disunion, and refused to 
recognize the charter, and consequently the prov- 
ince WAS firm in its- purpose to retain its new 
Assembly distinct from that of the lower counties, 
but at the same time they hoped that friendly and 
ntMghlMirly rcltitiuns would always be kept up 
betw«HM) tliom for the safety and welfare of the 
government. 

It will thus be seen that the positions formerly 
taken by the respective parties to the controversy 
had now been exactly reversed. It was the prov- 
ince which now wuhed to withdraw, and the 
territories that desired to continue the union. Yet 
it does not seem that they cherished any very fond 
desire for a reunion; but seeing that such a thing 
was now beyond hope, and that the province had 
assumed the lead in the cry for separation, they 
were anxious that their northern brethren should 
be in a position to bear all the odium that might 
result from any future ill efiects of the disunion. 
When the Governor had received the ultimatum 
of the lower counties, he still thought that an 
agreement might be poesible, and requested all the 
parties concerned to meet him on the following 
day for a free conference. Governor Evans once 
more earnestly and eloquently repeated the argu- 
ments which he hod so frequently submitted before. 
Hut all to no effect. Tlie Governor agreed to the 
se|)aration, and from that time it was complete. 
The next step was to organise the Assembly for 
the kiwer countios.

to settle on the South Itiver of New Netherlaiid and 
take )Mirtriefi(tioii of tlH« lands lying on tlic naiil South

In tlie latter year 
patcntM were iA>ucil. anions otiiers, to Captain Carr 
and Mr. Wharton. Warrants for survey were 
i»>uetl by Col. NicholI:<, Francis Uivelace ami Sir 
pjdward AndnvH, as (lovernom of the province, 
the latUT.in 107G. limiting the holdin;: to Hf\y acn<s 
jtrr ra/tiin. In 1G7H the «^Mirt dinn-ts attention to 
the thet that very few fienMins have had tlH>ir hind 
rcH-onltHl. In the latter jsirt of this yetir the <t«iv- 
ernor ollieinlly nnnounceil that lamU having Uvn 
taken up and not M-tlleil uiMin nor improveil. tin* 
same must lie recf»nhtl ami settled u[Nin in six 
months or lie forfeiietl. In 1G>M) the New Ca<tle 
court made a similiur annoum^emcnt. Several 
months later the inhabitants of Cn>ii)c HtKik peti- 
tioned the Ifovcrnor to iiinlirm the original Dutch 
grants hehl by them. In IG'^:! William t*enn pive 
publie noticv that all huids gninteil tiuring die two 
pn'ii'ding yenrs muot be M*tih<«l In twelve months 
or liirleilnl. lie iiUi gtive two yeiin« for the |*ny- 
meiit of «piit*niit« and e^tahliiihed futuriMpiit-nntM 
on a biiiiisof one bui*liel of wheat for cueh hiindnti 
acres as lH>fi»n>. From this time until lK>laware 
lM*came a State, wnrmnts f«ir Hir\'eys and |iatents 
were grnntcil by the pniprictors or by ilieciminiis- 
sioui'r of the Land Oliice. 

The Swedes, both under Minuit's-and later in- 
structions, were allowed to take up fts mueh bnd 
tui they couhl cultivate, avoiding land already 
improVf<l and tluit re:>erve<l for the pur|MRH-:t of the 
Swedish Wi-^tt India (Vimisiny. This land, m taken

Howm, oittk, iliMp and hogi nm out 
all the time, beiog incloaed at night, and iodm- 
timei shehencd in icvero weather. They were, 
liowever, fed with grain, fuch an mite, com and 
buclcwhcat. In addition to fodder in winder, the 
food of milch cows being bran or otiicr ground 
mill'elufr. AcrcliuB tayt, in hit dry, buinorutis 
way, ** the man^fcr^'ant takes care of tlie foddering 
of tlie cattle, whilst the houie-wife and women- 
follca roaft thcmaelvet by the kitchen iire, doubts 
ing whether any one can do that Ijetter than 
tlienMelvce.*' 

The excellent Swedish pastor was a connoiMeur 
in drinks as well as horae*flcsli, and he has cuta- 
loguod the beverages used by tlic Swedes with the 
aciniracy and minuteness of detail of a manager 
of a nirtic &ir. After cnuinerating the iniimrted 
wines, of which Madeira was the favorite of coune, 
he describes, lilce an expert, the conipoHition of 
sangarec, mulled wine, clierry aud currant wine, 
and how cider, ci<ler royal, cider-wine and mulled 
cider are prefMircd. Our reverend oliservcr makes 
the following commentary upon the text of rum : 
"This is made at tlie sujnir plantations in the 
West India Ii>lands. It in in quality like French 
brandy, but has no unpletiMint (nlor. It nmkcfl up 
a large {mrt of the ICiigliMh and French commerce 
with the We!«t Inilia Inhuidi*. The stn»ngei»t 
conu<s from Januiien. is culled Jamaica KpiritH. and 
is the favorite article for puncli. Next iu qtnility 
t4» this is the rum from HnrbadocK, then that from 
Antiguas, MotitBcrrat, Nevis, St. Christupher's, etc. 
The heaviest coiwumption w in liarvest-time, 
when the laborers rao^ft frc<|uently take a sup, and 
then immediotely a drink of water, fnun which 
the body |ierforms its work more cWily and |)er- 
•pircs lietter than when rye whiskey or nuilt liquors 
are uned." Rum, he tells us, was drunk raw, or 
as egg'Uog (** egg-ilnim**), or in the form of cherry 
bounce or billberry btmnec ; ** punch," our leanied 
author says, ** is nmde of fresh spring-water, sugar, 
lemon-juice and Jamaica spirits. Instead of lem- 
ons, a West India fruit ealleil limes, or its juice, 
which is imported in fluMks, is umil. Punch is 
always drunk cold ; but iMmietinuti a idicu of bread 
is toiuted and phutMl in It wiirni to moderutu the 
cold in winter-time, or it is heated with a ntlhot 
iron. Punch is mostly used jiut before dinner, 
and is calle<l 'a meridian.'" ' The other pri'imra- 
tions in which mm was an ingredient includiMl 
Mdmm (mum), made of water, sugar and rum 
(*'b the most common drink in the interior of 
the country, and has set up many a taveni- 
kce|>er ") ; ** Manatham," small beer, rum and 
sugar; "tiflf" or **Hip|i," name as fon>going, with 
the addition of a slice of toa^itcd aud buttered 
bread; hot rum punch, rum and water wanned 



up, with sugar and allspice,— " eastomarr at 
funerals ;** mulled rum hot, with eggs and alk^picc ; 
Ilatt-I^^ warmed beer with rum added ; ** Sam|v 
•on," warmed cider with rum adde«l; gmg ; "'ling " 
or ** long iup," half-and-half swcvtcneti rum and 
water; milk |iunch ; mint-water; rgg-|Minch, etc. 
-Sillibub" is made like the Swe<li«h **Oi'lort,'' of 
milk-warm milk, wine aud water, — a cooling ber- 
erage in summer-time; ''still liquor" was the 
country name for peach or apple brandy ; whiskey, 
our author says, **is used far up in the interior 
of the country, where rum is very dear on ac- 
count of the transiHirtation." The people in the 
town drink lieer and small beer; in the country, 
spruce, persimmon-beer and mewl Besides this 
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there are numemiin liquors. Ten was commonly

They all writo 
alkHit it ill the saino warm strain Thus, for in- 
stance, let us quote from the letter written in 1(»80 
to bis bnitlier by Muhlun Staeey, who built the 
fint mill on the site of the city of Trenton. Staeey 
was a man of goutl i duaition and fnmily. He had 
traveled much in Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
where he made a great fortune and became a leail- 
ing citizen, his children intermarrying with the 
best people in tho two colonics.

The first few yeara of the eighteenth eenturj 
did not bring much change in the mode of life or 
tho costume of the Delawareana, but they brought 
much iniprovemont in tliclr dwellinga. In Wil* 
mingtim and other largo towoa of Delaware many 
new houaea were built of brick, and aome two or 
three storiea high. Some of theae houaea had a 
balcony, uaually a front porch, a feature of vast 
importance in houae-building, for it became cus- 
tomary in the large towns for the ladies of the 
family in pleasant weather to sit on the porch, 
after the labor of the day was over, and spend 
tho evening in social convent. In those early 
days when the sun wpnt down tho young ladies 
were drt^HiHsl and ready for the |K)r(*h |tarade: 
then ueighlHirs cnmo fur a chat about thivv en* 
growing subjirts, dress and housekeeping ; fricntb 
called, and beaux struttiHl by in {lowdered wi|{s, 
swonis, square-cut coats, tights nnd leather or silk 
stockings, running the gauntlet of all those 
bright eyes in order to lift the three-cornered hat 
to some particular fair 
one, and to dream 
about the sweet smilo 
received in return. If 
we are to U'lieve the 
old chronicles, love* 
making was a very 
tame afliur In those 
days. Young ladies 
received company with 
their mammas, and the 
bashful lover, in the presence of the old folks, had to 
resort to tender glances and softly- whispered vows. 
Marriages were ordered promulgated by affixing the 
intentions of the parties on the court-houfeand meet- 
iog- house doors, and when the act was solemnised, 
they were re(|uired by law to have at least twelve 
sulwcribiiig witnesses. The wedding entertain- 
ments must have been more of a nuisance than a 
pleasure, either for the |Nirenls or the young 
couple. They were inspired by a conception of 
unbounded hospitality, very common at that time. 
Even the Quakers accepted them with go<xl grace 
until the evil conse(|uenccs of free drinking 
on those occasions compelled them to counsel more 
moderation. There was feasting during the 
whole day, and for the tw«) following days |Minek 
wits dealt out nd libitum to all cftmers. The 
gentleiiieu hivlted to |Mirtako of tli«<Mi liliatlniis 
weni rwvlvHl by tho gnN»ni «»» tlit« flrnt 
fhsir; tlieu they aMriidetl to the seet>iii| fliior, 
where they f«»und the bride surn>uiide<l by her 
bridesmaids, and every one of the said gentlemen, 
be they one hundred, kissed the bride. There was 
a quaint custom in those days of turning off 
marriage notices with some remark complimentary 
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tothe brid^ MlbUowt: "Mr. Levi HolHngtworth 
to Mui Hannah Patrball, daughter of Mr. Bta- 
phcn Pasehallp a young ladj whoio amiablo d»- 
pQtition and eminent mental aeoomplbhmenu add 
dignity to her agreeable penon." 

When the Revolution broke out, Miae Sally 
McKcan waa uno *' among the constellation of 
beautiee of Delaware." She waa the daughter of 
Thomai McKean and waa remarkable for her 
beauty.

She and 
Mrs. Bradford, the wife of the Attorney General 
of the United States, were the last surviving ladies 
of the l^publican Court. 

In winter, company was received in the sitting 
room, which might as well be styled the living 
room, for the many purposes it served. They 
dined in it, and sometimes slept in it. The furni- 
ture and general arrangement of the room was of 
the simplest kind; settees with stitf, high backs, 
0110 or two largo tables of pine or of maple, a 
high, deep chest of drawers containing the wearing 
ap|Mrel of the family and a comer cuplioard in 
which the plate and china were displayed, consU- 
tutod a very satisfactory set of parlor furniture in 
the early part of the eighteenth century, — sofas 
and side-boards were not then in use, nor were 
carpets. The floor was sanded, the walls white- 
washe4i,and the wide mantel of the open fireplace 
was of wcmkI Tho windows admitted light 
thorough small |Nincs of glass set in leaden frames. 
A few small pictures painted on glass and a look- 
ing-glass with a small carved border adorned 
the walls. 

Wealthier people had damask-covered couches 
instead of settees, and their furniture was of oak 
or mahogany, but in the same plain, stiff style. 
They used china cups and saucers, delft* ware 
from England, and massive silver waiters, bowls 
and tankards. Plated- ware was unknown, and 
those who could not aflbrd the '* real article "were 
content to use pewter plates and dishes. Not a 
few ate from wooden trenchers. Lamps were 
scarcely known. Dipped candles in brass candle- 
sticks gave sufficient light at night. Carpets, in- 
tro«luced in 1750, did not come speedily into 
general use, as they were expensive articles, and 
not very common in Knglish households. They 
were made to cover the centra of the floor, the 
chairs and tables not resting on, but around them. 
Curtains of a richer material, mantel glasses and 
candelabra made their appearance in the psrlor. 
Low bedsteads, of solid, carved mahogany, found 
their way to the chamber, although they did not 
supersede, to any extent, the popular beds long 
in use. Paper *' for the lining of rooms" was 
advertised by Charles Hargravcs in 1745. Paper* 
hangings and papler-maehh work was manufac- 
tured in Philadelphia in 1769, and it is likely 
that between 1750 and 1760 there were a number 
of houses in Delaware where wall-paper had taken 
the place of the primitive whitewash. 

Among the higher classes hospitality and good 
feeling reigned. The large mahogany or pine table 
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ofUo groMMd under tlit weight of the ▼iandi 
spread out in welcome of lonie fHendlj gueeta. 
The punch-bowl wm a fixture, even in the Quaker*! 
house, and It wae not deemed a crime to enjoy a 
•ocial glaie. We may even admit that our old 
dtiiens were hard drinlcen, which is ikr from 
meaning that tbey were drunlLardB. They were 
sensible enough to dutinguish use from abuse, and 
temperance societies were unknown. Entertain- 
ments were frequently given, at which conviviality 
sometimes exceeded the bounds. 

The amusements of the people were for many 
yean of the simplest and must innocent kind. 
Riding, swimming and skating afTordcd pleasant 
out*do(ir s|M)rt. J^fure the Kcv(»lutlctD such Imrlm- 
ruus aniuMMnents as cockfijchting, bulMNiiiing, 
boxing-matches and bcar-lmiting were friH|uvntly 
indulgttl in, fs|)cctally cook-ligliting, in which men 
of the liiglicst respectability found pleaMuro. Bil- 
liards was a game much in vogue, though frequently 
denounced as gambling. Uowls, ten-pins, quoit- 
throwing, bullets or **long bowls,** the shufno- 
board, with its heavy weights to he shoved or 
*' shuffled " with a strong hand, guided by a cunning 
eye, were games which attracted crowds of visitors 
to the inns and |MibIio ganlens. Among the other 
entertain monts were concerts, fire-works, dancing 
and traveling shows. Dancing wns freely indulged 
in, although not countenanced by the Friends. 
Dancing-mastcjrs visited Wilmington and the larger 
towns occasionally, giving the gay people an oppor- 
tunity to learn the latest fashionable dance. Much 
attention was also fmid to music, principally of a 
sacred character. The polished society of th«)se 
days had no visiting or blank cards. Invitations 
to a ball or party were printed or written on the 
backs of playing cards. The most eliilN)rnto invi- 
tation wns that gotten up for I^ord Howo'm MetH'hi- 
anui flu, at rhilmlelplila. May IS, 177M. Tlivy 
were engraved, the design being, ** in a shield, 
a view of the sea, with the setting sun, and on a 
wreath the words * Lueeo discedena,\aueto gpUndore 
retttrgam* At the top was the gcncraVs crest, 
with *vive, valeT All around the shield run 
a vignette, and various military trophies filled up 
the ground." 

In the early part of the century some very odd 
performances could be seen on the streets in Wil- 
mington on Christmas-eve and during Christmas 
week. Parties of "mummers** went round from 
house to house, reciting rhymes explanatory of their 
fantastical disguises, and demanding " dole.** The 
custom, which came from England, prevailed in the 
early part of the present century, as is remembered 
by the old inhabitants. These ** mummeries," 
however, did not find favor with all the people. 
In fact, Christmas itself was not generally observed. 
The Quakers did not incline to the connnemoration 
of holidays, nor did the more rigid of the Protest* 



ant seet^ especially the Presbyterians. To the 
Episcopalians, the Ostholics and the Germans of 
the Reformed or Lutheran Churehcs it was a day 
for family reunions snd social gatherings as well 
as religious festival. The Germans introduced the 
Christmas-tree, with toys, trinketi, figures of angels 
and numerous little lighted tapers, — a pretty custom 
with which many American fiunilies have since 
become familiar. 

For some years after the Revolution, in fact as 
late as the War of 1H12, the old Engluh festival of 
May-<lay was kept by certain claries of people. 
Although spring fiowers are not suggesti%*c of fiiih, 
Muy-<liiy was the s|NH'inl holiday of the finh htick- 
Bti'rs and slind fishermen. They met hi the Inns 
and taverns, where they indulged in much jollifiea* 
tion and diuieing, while Maying |iarties, comiMmrd

principally of young men and young women, left 
the borough in the early moniing to spend the day 
in the fields and woods. May-poles were erected 
In fWmt of the taverns, around which there was 
much dancing. 

Two other anniveisaries, dear to every American 
heart, were celebrated with fitting enthuviasni in 
the early days of the Ke|>ublie, — Washington *s 
Birthday and the Fourth of July; but these are 
gradually and quietly sinking into oblivion. 

In olden times, such a thing as the modem 
hotel, like the Clayton House in Wilmington, with 
its fu-ihionably dre#He<l and all-ini|M>rtant clerk, its 
large smoking-room. car|>cted parlors, gilt mould- 
ings and other luxurious ap|)ointnients, was un- 
known.

A pGculiarity in 
her costume is tlie clicclc apron that spreail* down 
fn>m Iter stomacher, concealing the hriglit |ietti- 
coat. 

Tlio simplicity of ap|Nirvl was the rule, the 
onstly btyle previously di'scribed the exce|>tion. 
Very onlinary material was still used among 
Dclttwarcans, and articles of clothing were con- 
sidered so valuable hs to be, in many inBtauccs, 
s|iecial objects of be<|ucst. Henry Fumis, who died 
in 1701, be(]ueathed to one of his daughters his 
leather coat, leather wni»t'C«Mit, his black hat and 
cap. To another dnughter he left his blue waist- 
coat, leather breeches and muslin ueck-cluth ; and 
to another daughter a new drugget coat. 

The wigs held their own until after the return 
of Braddock's army. The hair wits then allowed 
to grow, and wss either plaited or eluhbcd behind, 
or it was grown in a black silk bag, adorned with 
a largo black nise. From this it dwindled down 
to the queer little " pigtail,*' which, not many 
years past, could be seen bobbing up and down 
on the high coat-collar of some old gentleman of 
the lust generation. 

Stitr, high'biicked chairs an<l settees, a stiff style 
of dretw, - for the ho<»|HHl iM^lticont and win-«l coat* 
skirt carry with them no idea of gm<*eful enm*,— 
must have given the manners a tohdency tostitliieMi, 
The stately minuet wim, very appropriiitcly, the 
fashionable tlnnco of the day, at leiwt among what 
was culled "the |Mjliter classes;" the ''cimunon 
people,*' that is the great social Ixidy not comprised 
in that upper-tendom, did not follow the fashion so 
closely, and enjoyed merrier dances, the favorite 
among which was the ** hifisesaw.*' In 1742 there 
were no material changes in the ladies* drcHses, the 
hoop still maintaining its hold, as also the furbelows; 
the rolM} was made low in front, the upfier |mrt of 
the stomacher and the short sleeves e«lgvd with 
point lace. Aprons were in fashion, and were worn 
sometimes long and at other timet short, ex|Njsing 
the richly-embroidered petticoat. Capuchin hoods 
were in style. But the greatest change was in the 
dressing of the hair. The simple and elegant 
coiflure of natural curls alreadv described was in 
vogue only a few years. The old style of building 
up the hair in a high pyramid suddenly reap|iearc(l 
with still more exuggeratetl pnifiortiuns. The hair 
was carrieil up over wire frameworks, stiHeiie«l with 
iMiuuule, sprinkled with |N)wdi*r and formed a 
bewildering e<lifico adornc<l with curls, flowers and 
fcatlicn. tiouietioiQs a sort of a littlu liat was 



perehed on the apex of this srondnma itmctore. 
How our grandmothers ever had the patience to 
sit three or four hours omlcr the manipulations of 
the hair^ircwer, and how tliey coukl move, walk 
and dance with such a load on their cranium, b 
the wonder of their granddaughters. Jewels, rich 
bracelets, necklaces and chains were much worn. 
It was the fashion for a lady to carry a cotly gold 
snutrlmx with a looking-glass inside the lid ; as she 
o|K>ncd the l)ox to take or offer a pinch, she could 
cast a surreptitious glance at her fair visage and 
ace if her rouge was not cimiing off. and if her 
*' lieauty sftots,'* t>., imtches, were still in the right 
place. 

When we read of the polished society of thoie 
days, of their elegant dresses, their jeweb and laoes 
and inimitable 
foifhioiis, we can- 
not help think- 
ing of one or 
two things which

a* certain number of years. If the demand was 
brisk, they were thus able to make tlieir bargain 
with the highest bidder. 

The purchuso of black servants involved too 
great an outlay of capital to bo as general as that 
of white servants, and they were not held in large 
numben by any one master. 

The practice of importing '* indented servants" 
continued in force down to the Revolution, and 
although we find in the newspapers of the time, 
(1768-69) communications attacking and defending 
the enslaving of negroes, there seems to have 
been no objection to reducing white men to tempor- 
ary slavery. Such advertisements as the following 
were not uncommon : " Just imported in the 
Brigantiiio from Bristol, a |iarcel of

In the ibllow- 
ing year he made a suoonsfUl defense of the 
Uclaware, an<l Oi{)tains Sou«ler, Jackson, Potts 
and Charles Diddle gallantly volunteered undrr 
him at that moment as seamen before the mast. 
On the 7th of June, 1776, he was appointed to the 
highest grade in the Continental navy, and waa 
assigned to one of the four Urgent ships — the 32- 
gun frigate ** George Washington,** then being built 
in the Delaware. In October of the same vear 
Congress regulated the rank of the officers of the 
navy, and he stood sixth on the list. His ship 
being still on the stocks, he volunteered for land 
service, and on the 2d of December, 1776, the 
Committee of Safety directed him, with his officeim. 
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navigator and discoverer. He was the son of 
Colonel John Read, of Maryland and Delaware,and 
the brother of George Read, of Delaware, the 
signer, and Colonel James Read, who was at the 
head of the Navy Department during the Revolu- 
tion.

C:e«ar Roilncy, born at Dover in 17'iO, won 
descended from the ancient English family of De 
Rodeney, who trace their lineage back to the 
thirteenth century. Tlie earlitut reconi of tlie 
fiimily is found in an ancient book belonging to 
the Cathe«lral of Wells, in which the name of De 
Rodeney is mentioned in ctmnection with the 
founding of that church, three hundred years be- 
fore the Norman Cuntjuest. Rodeney 8toke was 
then their residence. A small river in Wales b 
calkd " Abba Rodeney,** in memory of one Sir 



Richard De Rodeney, who^ with his sob Riduud, 
was slain then in 1234 by Leoltn, Prince of 
Wales Another Sir Richard de Rodeney accom- 
panied Richard, Conir de Lion, to the Holy Land, 
and was killed at the siege of Acre. Sir Walter 
De Rodeney was knighted in the grent hall of the 
Abbey of Rainsham, county of Somenct, in the 
lecond year of Edward II. ** Margaret Rodeney 
married Thomas Burdett, of Arrttw, who was be- 
headed in the 17th year of Edward IV. for words

Col. Allen BIcLane, the distinguished Revolu- 
tionaiy officer and statesman, beoinie a citiaen of 
Kent County in 1774 He was bom in Phila- 
delphia August 8, 1740.

He 
commanded the. outposts of Philadelphia, and in 
July, 1779, was made a major in lice's lipgion, 
taking a prominent part in the battles of Pauliia 
Hook and 8tony Pttint and the siege of Yorktown. 
As a civilian lie was a nienibcr and B|)eaker of 
the Dvlnwnro liCgislaturo, fur six yearn a privy 
councilor, for nmny years judge of the C«»urt of 
Common Pleas ; mantlml of the Delaware District 
from 1790 to 1798 and collector of the port of 
Wilmington from 1808 until his death, which 
occurred May 22. 1829. Col. Mclxine was the father 
of Ijouis Mcl^ne, the statesman, and grandfather 
of Robert M. Mcl^ne, late Governor of Maryland, 
and now (1887) United States minister to France. 

As a soldier Col. McIauo was famouK (or hia 
daring and intrepidity, and conducted his opera- 
tions with a dash similar to that of the celebrated 
Light.

He sent his spies into the 
British lines at Philadelphia disguised aa farmers, 
and at times provisioned the enemy at market 
rates with " beef," which was nothing more nor 
less than the carcnsNss of British cavalry horses 
killed by the bullets of Continental soldiers.

Robert Milligan McLane, son of Hon. Louis

graduated from West Point iu 18'')7, and lerved in 
Florida a4 second lieutenant First Artillcrv; in 1841 
went to Kunipe to examine the dyke and dniiuage 
system of Holland ; in 1843 locate<l in Baltimore 
in the practice of law ; electe«l to the Maryland Gen- 
oral AJscmbly in 1845; to Congress 1847-53 ; min- 
ister to China in 1853; minister t<i Mexico in lM.itf ; 
State Senator from Baltimore City in IHIH ; re- 
turned to Congress in 1871) and in iHMl ; Governor 
of Maryland in 1883, and apfKiinted minister to 
Franco by Pretident Cleveland during his term. 

Colonel John Haslet waa Irish by birth, but for 
several years preceding the war live<l at iXiver. 
He had been educatetl for the Presbyterian min- 
istry, and prcache<l frc(|ucntly uf\cr ctmiing to 
Aiiierica, but sulisc<|ucutly nbnudoneil the pulpit 
and became a prnctiiioncr of nifdicine. Ho wiw a 
large, athletic and handsome man, and in courage 
and impulse a typical Irishman. From the earli- 
est days of the American c«)nflict he was a stalwart 
Whig, andCtusarltoduey early fuAtene<I upim him 
as a fit man for military ouiimand.

" Here is e dreedAil cfttelogue, indeed I And I 
doubt not,** neid he, ** there are nmnj luoie which 
have eioipcd my uieniory. Oh, that our gracioui 
•overrign would comletccnd to read the catalogue 
and i*|Miid one hour apart from Lord North and 
the other authon of our calamities, to meditate 
upon them ! Hure, hin humane lionrt would bleed 
for the diMtrFMCf of hu reign, and he would vow 
redme to hii loving and oppmA-d subjecta. Any 
one of thcM twcntj*eeven grievous ini|ioeitiont 
would have driven a )icople carclcds of loyalty, 
pntriiitiiim, prudence and fortitudo, into actual 
rebellion, to take arms in dcfciMo of such invalu- 
able privileges. But, in defiance of all the wliis- 
fiers of our enemies, though we love lil>crty, we 
luve Britain, too, and cnnioaly dwire to continue 
the must inviolable union, connection and har- 
mony with tlie land of our fathers.

He ciNicludMl his atUlreM by showing the neces- 
sity and exitcdienc)*of nGem'nil Congreivto culti- 
vate and nwtiire onr friend^ihip with Britain, as 
well as to agree on a neciiMary nou-iiii|M)rtution 
covenant ; which Ci»ngn*i«, he showe<], ought to 
be ct>ntinue<l in all future tiuH's. lie hofwd, amidst 
tlu'ir int|M>rtant ntfuirs, tlicy would fall on some 
honorable ami safe ex|Milient to ptit an end to our 
African slavery, so dishutiorablo to us and so pro- 
voking to the most benevolent Parent of the Uni- 
verse ; tluit thii*, with our luxury nnd irrcligion, 
are probably tlie remote causes of our prcwnt 
alarming Mtuation.

DELAWAM DURING THE REVOLUTION. 
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Ob July 23d th« 8«umx Comity meeting wu 
held at I^wbtown, and while it opened iit reMilu- 
tioot with the affirmation that " the inliabitantB of 
this eouDty do owe and will pay allegiance to hie 
majesty King George 1 11^" it went rather beyond 
either the New Gantle or Kent declarations on 
two points. One b to be found in tlie second 
resolve—

The uiK of the words " internal police " in this 
connection is noticeable. It meant much more 
than a denial of the taxing power of the parent 
nation ; it might, indeed, be constructl as a repudi- 
ation of the authority of Great Hritniu in the 
local administmtion of the laws in the culonio^, 
and there is a ring of defiance in it which clearly 
illustrates an iniimrtnnt stage of the se|tnratist 
movement; moreover, it com |Mirts with the Heeiuid 
point in which the StisKcx men were in ndvanco 
of their brethren of the colony, and which was 
emlMNlied in the i«ubjoined resolution, the fourth of 
the Su!<K\x seriei*,—

New Castle and Kent had only progressed to 
the decision of censiiig commercial intcrcounw 
with such of the cohmies as withhchi their sup|)ort 
from the proiKMcd Coiignws and its meiuiures, hut 
HuMWX went bohlly in lor non*iutcrc(ninK) M'ith 
the kingilom. In the light of subiKH|miit events 
its radical tendencies were justitied, hut the ex- 
hibition of them so early as July, 1774, is a ti-sti- 
mony to the bravery and far-KightetiiicMs of its 
Itevolutioiiury leaders. The comiiiitteo appointed 
by this I^wii^town meeting cmbniced 'riionuw 
UobiiiKon, licvin Crap|icr, ISoaz Mnnhive, Ik'n- 
janiin Burton, John Wiltbank, Stephen Towmtend, 
I>;ivid Hull, Kev.

mv tluit Briliih opprewicMit^ if continued, would 
demnnd a Ptrunger |iolifT thiui that of protest and 
iion>intcrr<iitno. Tlicnsftira the deleji^tcs were 
iriven thvir firrdimi to join witli sucli further 
muMtAUn! an tho ninj<»rity of the Con;:rm inifrht 
4U<cni wIm, ami thi*y were Uhm M>K«ninly Nwiirud 
that tlie |«triotii at home would suBtatu tlH*ni in 
any k'U^^th to which they niii^ht go for tho vindi- 
raliittt of American riglita. By this move IX'la- 
ware was phiced on tlic fmnt line of the vtru^^lc.

Galloway on Heptemlicr 2Kth for an American 
government, ** to lie admiiiistennl hy a I'mif lent- 
Ueneral, to he ap|Ntinted hy the Kiii^Tt and a 
i;raiid etaineil to l>e rhoM'n hy the n'pn^M'iitnliviii 
of the |N><i|ile of tho M^venil ciihinics in tlH*ir 
nit|N<i*tive nnn'mlilieK om*i) in every thnt« yenrs.** 
Her thn<e deh<pitM i>i);nt*<l the ** AnMN'iution '* on 
<Ki4ilN*r :iOih — the non-imiMirtation, nt»n><niui4uni|>- 
tiou and iMui-ex|Mirtation agreement hy which tho 
eolunii-s diiwdved their coaimerciul n>lutittns with 
the nH»ther craintry, re^dving neither to huy her 
pniduets and wares after IXfendN^r 1, 1774, nor to 
export any merehnndiHe or commodity to Great 
Britain, Ireland or the West Imlies, cxi*ei»t rice to 
Kuro|ie, after $^|itendHT 10, 177'}, unless Parlia- 
ment in tlic mean time mIiouUI abrogate the 
obmixioiis statutes. 

Tills was the addn-ss which embraced the provii«o 
that **we will neither im|M>rt nor piin^hnso any 
Stave inifiorttHl after the 1st day of DitHMiibiT 
next ; after which time we will wholly diw.*ontiuue 
the Slave Trade, and will neither be coneerne<l in 
it ourselves, nor will we hire oiir vcsiaeb nor wll 
uur commodities or manufactures to th<we engag^l 
in iL'* The Delaware meiiiliers alxo concurnxl 
in the addrew to tho pe«>plc of Great Britain, the 
memorial to the inhabitants of the British 
ctdonies, the adtln'M to the inhabitants of QiicUt, 
the adilmis to the iKsipleof Ciinada and limilly 
the addn-Mi to the Kint;. All tluw wen« reeiipit- 
ulatioiis of the grievana«!t of which tho iKiiple of 
the thirtetMi et»loiti(<H (niiiiplaiiied. The Hymistthy 
and amistance of the |)i<<»ple of Great Britain were 
stipplicatcd and tlic King was {tetitioiicd for the 
employment of his royal authority to remove the 



burdens under whieh the Americana tnf^nd, 
Mr. McKean was made a member of the oom- 
mittee to revimi the mioutci of Congrew, and for 
•everal weeks waa cloecly engaged in Philadelphia 
in the |ierformance of the duty. 

The New Castle County committee was as- 
seiiible«l at New Cttstle on November 22H, 1774, 
with John McKinly as chairman and David 
Thorn pmm as clerk, when the " Awociation ** 
enten^ into by Congren was approved, and the 
people were eH|iecialIy rccomnu>u«le«l to fully and 
faithfully comply with the eighth, ninth, and 
thirteenth artieleis which were as follows :

While the patriots were thus advancing the 
fortunes of the inchoate nation they were bar- 
aAied .by a fire in the rear fnmi the strung Tory 
clement of the pniviuce. The party divisions of 
Whig and Tory were rccogntxiHl and the lino of 
demarnition plainly defini*<l. Tliero were stern 
Hiul prompt men in tho loaderHbip of the Kovtdii- 
t!onii*ts, and they would not h(*:«itate to make an 
example of tho enemy at home that would exert a 
rcpniMivc force upon the British sym|iathtzeri. In 
tlie pMHtfivania Ledger of the first week of Feb-

The Kent C!ounty Cominittcc of Inii|iection met 
at Dover, May 2, 1775, and received from Uobert 
llolliiiay a cominimication in which he acknowl- 
edf^nl to have written the obnoxioun letter, but 
pleaded that he did not sign it ; that tlic printetl 
extract wan winiewhat allerctl from the origiiiui ; 
that it waa not datctl at any place, and that he 
had informctl Judhua Fitiher Jk Suns, to whom it 
waa directeil, that lie did not think it biiit it !>houhl 
be publiditcd. "I am," Miid Mr. Ilollidity, "sin- 
cerely tiorry I ever wrote it, aa aIiM> for itK l>ciiij; 
published, and ho|)c I may be exciiMit fur thid my 
Urnt breach in lhi« way, and I intend it hIuiII lie 
the huit." 

Jt was remdvctl by the eomitiittee that thin ex- 
planation was not Bntiufnctory, and Mr. Hullidiiy 
wan rctiucMtcd to ap|)ear before the committee at 
its next meeting, on May Uth. He ubeyeil, and 
an apology was drawn up under the direction of 



the committee, which h« aigned umI vhidi 
accepted aa full rrfiantioo on hit put for the mia- 
diief he had done.

(Miarles Whitworth rc|iorte«l fn«m the Conimittce 
of the Wluile the bill to rctftniin the trade and 
commerce of the colonics of Xew Jeney, Peon- 
Kylvania, Maryland, Vii^inia and Snith (.*an»Iinia 
to (tnuit Britain, Ireland ami the HritiMi I.<tlamls 
in the Wei>t Iiidii-s. I^ord Xurtli dcfenfkil the 
bill on the ground of neccf>i«ity, and otIcrt>d an ad- 
ditional chiUM', ** To pn'Vt>nt fnuitU arining in the 
exjiurtation of giNNln of the priNlinv of the mun- 
tien of Kent. Sii-tnex and New Ciwtle." A few 
olwrvatiiins were made on this extraordinan* rm>- 
tion, which it was i*aid was unpretrtlented in the 
annals of Parliament — that of iimdeinning iieo[iIe 
unheard, nay, even without iiii|uiry. 

It was nn^wereil genendly that the II<Hi:ie was

The Ilou.«e then agreeil to the clauw, ami, on 
April 5th, piunsed the bill, the IIousk* of I^mls 
concurring, on April Tith.

One of the •xpnm messeogan dispatdied from 
Massachusetts to rouse the eolonies with the news 
of the Iwttle of Lexington, left Philadelphia at 
noon of April 20, 1775, and riding through Ches- 
ter, reached New Castle at nine o'clock the same 
night, where his meawge was imloned by Z. V. 
Lcuventgh and Stephen Sjienoer, who forwarded 
it to Lieutenant-Colonel Bamuel Patterson, at 
Christiana Bridge. CoL Pattcnon received it at 
miilnigbt and |Missed it to Col. Thomas Cboch, 
** who received it this moment, and lie to forward 
it to Tobias Rudolph, Ertq., head of Elk, in Mary- 
land, night and day to lie forwarded.*' With this 
inilorHemciit the mcMciiger prmsed on to Balti- 
uion*. 

A nuvling of the Now Castle committee was 
held on May IH, 1775, at which were pruicnt the 
juntititi of the |icaee and graml jurymen of the 
county, to take into connidenition the raiding of a 
defeiwe fund. At the previous meeting, on May 
3<l, it had been resolved to collect a shilling and 
six jience in the pound from each taxable inhab- 
itant, and also from the estates of non-residents; 
but this measure in part failed, and miw tbeju»ticcs 
and the jurymen cnteml into a pleilgc that at the 
next meeting of the I^evy Crnirt they wtHiId vote 
ftir a tax of this amount " in atUlititin to the tax 
which may be noceseuiry for the current expenses 
of tlie county ; out of which additional tax all sums 
of money already, or which may hcrcalVer be, paid 
in complinncc with the said resolves of the com- 
mittee, are to bo dolucted and credit given for 
tlioiii to the iK'moiis who have imid, or may pay, 
the same." ThisMtipulation was nignetl by George 
Monro, Morton Morton, Win.

Karly in 1775 a |iennanent lookout scout 
stationoil at liowen, and pilots were wamctl not to 
bring any Rritinh armcil ves^n-L* up the bay. 
The river Ih'Iow Philadelphia was ulk«tnictii] after 
Septenilicr !Hh with the ^Arr»lllJ••*^•^|VlV, alM>ut 
forty VffMols lH>ing all«>we«l to |miM out U-fore the 
liii*t day of gnuv. A narrow, intricate channel only 
wiw left, the beerct of which hiv with two tni^tr 
pilo|j«, who were in the pay of IV-nnsylvania, and 
wlioM duty it was to bring up %*e.<«<'ls with stores 
and ammunition, privateers and other authorized 
crafts. Tlie buovs had all been removed from 
the Delaware, and pilots were ordered to lay up 
their l»oat.<i except when on sfK-cial service. To 
prevent the enemy from coming up,fire-ruftswere 
built and a floating battery was coiuitructetl at 
IMiiladelpliia. 

When Washington was made commander-in* 
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chief of tiM GontinciitAl unnj on June 15, 1775, 
he WM Abo coBHuander of the navy toa Inttruc- 
Uoiw were iniiiic«liawly given for tlic ui^nizalion 
of a navy in the Dehiware, and a number of vea- 
kU were fitted out John Paul Jonct, the fint 
lieutenant alwanl the " Alfred/' under Coniniodure 
K«ck llopkinit, wa« tlie fimt to boitt tlio American 
fin^ ' <»n the IVlaware. ('n|ituin John iiurry, of the 
** lii'xiiiKton,*' %M the fint lo |Mit to nea fnmi the 
iVhiwaiVfin iVc, 177'>, in a n^tihir iMimiiiiiMioni'd 
naii«»nal vvah'I for a n>){ul«r cniiiMS The iVluwaro 
piHiplc were now aliout to have an cx|KTii>iK'e of 
actual warfare. The Hriti»h ntan*of-war " Roe- 
buck** came op the baiy in tlie lant a'cek of March, 
1776, acconi|innied by a tender, and at once 
there was commotion from Ca|ie IIeiilo|icn to 
Philadelphia. The Pennsylvania Committee of 
Sali'ty hod char)^ of the fortiHcutituw that bad 
been erected aliove the mouth of the lirandy wine, 
and there had been provided a flotilla of ** row- 
galliet** — htrge, heavy o])eii boatt, the bigpf^t of 
which riH|uire<l twenty oarstmen and cnrric<l a ten- 
pounder carronade in the bows. When the Pcnn:«yl- 
vania committee a-ere notifiiil, on March 27th, by 
Henry Fisher, of Lewes, that the enemy were 
in Lewes I{oad, thev ordered four of the armed 
boats to report to Capt. Barry, of the brigamine 
" Lexington" (in the Continental ser\*ice), and ** to 
exert their utmost endeavon to take or destroy %li 
such vessels of the enemy na they might find in the 
Delaware." Cohinel John llnslet, then in com- 
mand of the iXiInwarc militia, was on the lookout 
and keftt Mr. Rend, tlien pre!>i«lent of Ctrngn^ss, 
fully informed of tlie itnignnH of affiiirs, which is 
detailed in his letter of April Uth :

The {^neral army retuni of Nov. i^l, 177C, 
showed Ciilonel Haslet's to have fit for duty 28 
eomiiiiK)ii(»iuHl aiul non-c(mimiife«ioiHHl officers and 
273 rank and file ; 254 men were sick and 21 
were detiiileil on sfiecinl duty. Washington was 
comiielleil to retreat thnxigh New Jersey to the 
banks of the Delaware, and when Htb«let's refit- 
ment was in camp there on lX'ceiiilK>r 22il the 
whole numlier present and fit for duty was lH 
officers and 1)2 men. Much of this depletion was 
due to the fact that a large numlier of its officers, 
as well as of the rank and file, luwl returned home 
to enli.'4t ill a new regiment which was lieing or- 
gnnixeil, under a law of C*ontiiientnl C'ongrett*, for 
dcrvicc during the war, and under cimditionsoHcr- 
iiig lH*tter |my and regularity of pnmiotion. With 
leDs than one-hundred men Haslet took |Hirtin the 
battle of Trenton on Christmas day, 1770, 
but there are no records of tlic jicrformance 
of the <*ontniand in that affair. lu liifit service 
was at the buttle of Priiini^tim, January 2, 1777, 
in which Colonel Hanlet was killeil while 
lending his handful of men gallantly into ac- 
tion. They were then in Mercer's brigade, 
which formeil the lefV wing of Wiuiliington*8 
army in tho pro|Mieed movement ii|Kin New Bruns- 
wick.

Major Maodonougfa ' carried the rfgiroent through 
the reniminiler of tlie enipigeineiit, nftcr which it 
WM divbandcil. The next military oriraniuitioii 
with which wo have to dval is that of the militia 
for nenrice in the " Flyitif; Chiii|»," which was 
made up in tito autumn of 1770 to pnitvct the 
al>oren of the Delaware and C1ici<a|icake Bay* while 
AVa«liington waa occtipiMl in thcdefennc of New 
Jcncy. It won profioecd that ten thouwiiid men 
•hould ho €nrune<i fur this puriMnie, to serve only 
until the end of the vear, and the call from Con- 
gnus was receivc<l by the iX'lawan* Convention in 
K -ptenibcr. On the 20th of that month l'niii<lent 
Head infoniie«l l're»i«lcnt llamtK-k that a font; of 
four humln.'d andeiglity men, incluiliii^oHietTi, hud 
been raitHMl. ** The want of nrmti/* continued Mr. 
Kendp " and llic );rf>at extent of 4»nr frontier^) on the 
river and Imy of l>t>liiwnre niui>t niMilo^ize for the 
imallneitrt of this aid — it is tlie widow's mite." 

Thix little iNiltulion win* plnctil under the com- 
mantl of Ctdunel Samuel Putternon.' The oilier 
ortieera were Cicor^ I^itimer, HeutennntHHtlonel, 
and CaptniKi Wiilinm MiknIv, J«M'ph (*aldwcll, 
Tluimas Kean, James Duini, Tliomiis Skillin^ton, 
Matt. Manlovc, John \Vo<Ht;ntte and Nutlmniel 
Mitchell. It was very dillieult to ohdtin men to 
enter thii4 eomnuind. John Clark, slierifl' of New 
Castle County, met with the utm«K>t ditfcouni}^>- 
nient in his elKirt to enroll a e«>m|mny. A imi|kt 
hiiK bec^n prtver\'ed in which he n.'t down the an- 
swers of sixteen men whom he appruaclied on the 
subject, and is very jiertincnt in this connection:'

The upshot in this instanoe was that out of six- 
ty-three men only twenty-two proflcml thenseU'^s 
ready and willin;; to march. Colonel Pattcnon'a 
Ictten to (Jeor^TC Itend are a little mure tlian a 
prulungetl growl about his troops. When he got 
them to IMiilttdelpbia they found that the rennsyl- 
vanians had Ini'n jiaid a small bounty to enlist, 
and nearly three Innulred of the four hundred 
and eighty mutinied and refused to do duty uoU^w 
they were e<junlly favored.' Patterson was a man 
of nerve and determination, and he brought tlicm 
to tenns by summoning the Continental intkntrr 
to diMinn and arn>t them. This was in tl>e 
second week of Septemlier, 1770, and the Dels- 
wareuDH were to lie sent over into New Jenev. ** I 
at last," oav:* Patterson, writing on Si'{>temlier 
Itfth, ** got them down to the wliurt', lixed bayonets 
at the head of it ami sent them off. Captain 
Wooilgute'ii ariiw not being done, 1 kejit his eoui- 
|miiy to go with me, but this morning 1 leameil, to 
my nstoiiisliuient, that his whole eoiii|Mtiiy, save 
eleven men, hud di-^ierted during the night." He 
added : ** I fIiuU give you a small opinion ou 
Imltulion oUttirs. If ever vou order one otluT, 
never sacritice lilierty to liivutiitUtfiiitNt, by Waving 
the oMicers to \te cli««vn as mine were. Had i 
known the men in general, 1 wouKl not luivc went 
with tlieiii. !Soiiie lew excessive good ; othen*, {ivr- 
liuiM, another day may lie bnive, not at pit^vuL. 
In my opinion, they had better have rtaid at 
home." 

The comnmnd went to New Iirun:$wick ami 
then on to Anib«»v, and bv Octolier, Patterson had 
inslilli'd a little diM-iplinc into them,* In hi:» letter 
of OetoInT 4th lie upjieurs in l>etter humor, cx- 
i-ept with the Kent and Siuieex men. He liad 
then tour liundntl and sixtVHine men, and wn>te 
about them : ** If ever 1 come cum|Kiigiiing 
again, 1 should never be for bringing up the mvn 
from U'luHfs They arv ni>t (it for jatt*jue, hare no 
eoiiMlutioM and are o/iray« dwatifjieil, AIuhji^ 
fitly or sixty of them every day sick and unfit 
for dutv, and fond of <kiK.-rtion, as you have seen 
at Philadelphia."' 

Tliiii severe judgment he mollirivd a good deal 
by uddiiig in a |>o»tacript that ** .Since they left 
Philadelphia the Battulion is sorry for their mis- 
behavior. It wus owing to a rascal telling them 
they were fools to go without their bounty." 

A |M»rtion of the Delaware division of the Fly- 
ing Camp wa2i ordered back to Philadelphia pre- 
ceding Wusliiiigtou's movement on Trenton, and 
fornieil a ]Nirt of General Putnam's conumuul, 
which wus din^'ted to co-o|)erate vU LVrcember 
2oth with Wusliington in the blow that was ex-

8ykca and Vandyke Were appoint!^ to act with 
Mci^an. McKenn, C^iok and Kobinson, of the 
llouiiu of AiMMMuhlv, as a conmiittee to deviai* a 
great seiil of the State, and, on NovenilM*r 2il, 
brought in a n^iMirt for a ^Imign of nilver thnni 
Inches in diiiiuelcr, ** nnd (hut then* la* engraven

Seymour's rough narrative la confirmed by 
George Wnidiingtoii (jrcciic in the life of bis father. 
General Greene. Wiser than the men, the otKcers 
denied theni'Mrlvvs the unri|)e corn, appica ami 
)ieaches and ate only of the licef fn>m the Iran 
cattle driven out of the wood.i and caiic<brakcs in 
which they had wintered. They used for soup 
suchof tliclnvf as WIU4 too tough for nm^ticnliou 
and tliickencil the iioup with their hair )Mi»der, 
which wan a hi1\ starch in an imiicrfivt ci>n<ltiion 
ofcrvHtallixution.

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America^ but hb itobboni eommander wm in- 
Tinrible to tlie Bisumenls of fiict tau\ rcuon. 
Early on the morntiiK of Julr 27th the army was 
put in motioii o%'cr BuflTalo Ford on tlie direct road 
to Camden throujrh a sterile rei^ion. Colonel Otho 
Holland Willianw, DeKalb'i adjutant i^neral, 
continued DeKalb's protest and made a number 
of other sugjucttions to Gates, who only replied 
that he would confer with his general officers at 
noon.* Colonel Williams wrote in his *' narrative 
oftheCaniimign of 1780*'—

At the Crow-Roods, on Lynch*s Creek, Aug. 7th, 
and at Clermont, or Uuglcy's Mills, on the 13th, 
1)e Kalb wai«joinc<l hy the North Carolina and 
Virginia militia, some thnc thou:>antl men. I»rd 
Itawdonwas posted at Camden, thirteen miles from

Qermont, and on the 14th waa Joined by Lord 
Comwallis. They occupied a position possessing 
great natural adTantagcs for defense, which tliey had 
increased by earthworks. Gates resolved on giving 
battle againit the ailvice of his more experienced 
subonlinates. On the 14th he sent a detachment 
under the command of Colonel Woolford, of the 
Maryland Line, to the support of General Sumter, 
who was undertaking a movement to capture the 
enemy's wagon-train, and on tlie next day marched 
with bin main foroc to take post about seven miles 
fnim Camden. Heymour says that at midnight on 
the night of the 15th. just More the order to 
march, "instead of rum we were given molasses, 
which inxtcad of enlivening our spirits, jallop 
would have been no worse." Simultaneously, by 
a singular ciiinctdence, Lord CV>mwnlli!« with a 
force of three thousand men had mnrchod out of 
Camden toaiMiuilt the Aniericaii camp at Clermont. 
The two urniicri met alirnit one o'clock in the morn- 
ing of August 10th niMiiit half-way between their 
nn>|HH*tive ciiciuiipments. With remarkable folly 
Gates had placctl in his advance the cavalry of 
Armnnd's legion, an undisciplined command 
largely made up of dcMcrters ami raw recruits. 
They broke at the iirtt fire from the enemy, and 
in endeavoring to rally them Lieutenant-Colonel 
Porterfiehl wn« mortally woundeil. 1 n their frantic 
rush to the n'ar they disonlere*! the Maryland 
line and only haltcHl to plunder the Di'luwaro 
and Maryland wagon-train. The Hritish did not 
follow up the advantage they had gained, and 
lioth armies waited upon the 6ehl for daylight. 
Gules called a council of war and asked his otticcrs 
what was best to lie done. Although Da Kalb was 
of the opinion that they shoiihl regain their former 
|Misition at Clermont and wait for an attack, he said 
nothing at the time, and the conference. broke up 
after the declaration of General Stevens, of the 
Virginia militia, that " Gentlemen, it is now too 
late to do anything hut fight." 

At dawn (fates formed line of Imttle with tho 
Second Maryland lirigiide and tho Delaware 
bnttulion on the right, under IX' Kalb. Stevens' 
Virginia militia were on thclei\ and Caswell'i 
North Carolinians in the centre. Tho artillery 
was in battery on the right and centre near the 
r«md. Kach flank restcil on a marah. The first 
^fnryland Brignile. under Smallwood. formed a 
re:}crve a few hundred yards in rear of the second. 
The British were formcil in one line, with rcscrvoa 
on each flank. The dis|Kwition of tite American 
troops was bad, as it brought the raw levies from 
Virginia and North Carolina directly in front of 
tho British veterans. Colonel Otho IL Williami 
began the battle by attempting with some fifty 
Virginia volunteers to draw the firo of the British 
line. This expeilient, tried for tho purpose of 
sparing and reassuring tho militia,' proved a 
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Iktlore, forts the MMoiy adTuiced firinft and cheer- 
ing, A penic infected the whole body of Scevena' men, 
wlio fled in the uttemiOAt confusion. *'Few 
di«char)i;ed their gune/' writee Colonel Willianw, 
" and fewer still carried them off tlie field." Many 
threw down their amis and ran into (he enemy's 
ranks. '* The unworthy exaropleofthe Virginians 
was almort instantly followed by the North 
Carolinians ; only a small part of the brigade, 
commanded by llri;^dier-General (rregory, made 
a short |Miuse. A fiart of Dixon's regimont of that 
brigade next in line to the Hecond Mar}*land 
Brigade fired two or thrra n>unds of cartridge, 
but a gn*at majority of the militia (at least two- 
thinls of the army) fled without firing a shot.'* 

Armand's rayalry s<nirrio<l away with the flying 
militia, and the DclawHrctuis and Mar\-landoni, 
twelve or thirteen hundred at luuHt, wen* Icll to 
face throe times their numlMT. (uttoK htid 
lietnken himself to a place of siifety and I>e Knlh 
was the senior officer remaining, and Williams, if 
not nctuallv the next insciiioritv. fol1owe<l him in 
the actual direction of aflairii. It was a grim and 
deadly fight, mnde immortal by the heroism of 
tU't* little hand of Aniericon regulars. Dc Kalb 
dismounted and put him^^lf at the head of his 
tnK>ps. Kawdon chnrged them, only to be hurled 
back with shattered ranks from that firm and 
blazing fnmt, which then adviinei'd and wcun'd a 
nunil>er uf prisoiierk Hut jui*t then the Fintt 
llrignde, which formed the second line, wan prfi^^e*! 
back by the weight of su|ierior nuinlK'n*. ami a gup 
of two hundred yards wnso|M>mil U'twivn the two 
American linci. ]>e Knili ri'tormed bin ranks and 
cric<l *' Give them the bayonet, men ! give them the 
bayonet." The gallant \Vi Hi jow shouted "Tukc 
trc4*s, men, choose your tives, men, and give them 
an Indian charge." It was in vain. The enemy 
having collected their cor|M, and direi'ting their 
whole force against these two dev«>ted bripules, a 
tremendous fire of nninketry was kept U|» on both 
sides with cipml energy and ]ienH'Vemiice until 
Cornwullis pu^he<l forwnnl. Tarleton's dnigiMUis 
and his infantry chniged at the same moment with 
fixed bayonets, and emled the contest. Dc Kalb 
fell with ele\en wounds in his ImmIv. His aid-dc- 
camp, Dubuysson, Bup|>orted him in his arms and 
was re})etitetlly wounde<l in protecting him.

General Gnine and hb army rested a few days 
near Kutaw Spring's and tlien crossing Nekons 
Kerry on St*ptemlier 12th, n-tumed by slow 
marches to his old camp on the Heights of Santre. 
He had so elleetuallv cleared the Britii^h out of 
(n-orgin and the Can>linas that they hekl only ibe 
|M>rts of Wilmington. C'harl<>ston and Savannah, 
but his own forces were gntitly thium-d and wt»m 
out. They were not exiM^-tetl to do any more 
immc<liate fighting; but although the war was 
drawing rapidly to a clucie, there were muons for 
fi*ar of further aggrewive movements by the enemy, 
and Greviie scut ninnv of hb otiicen home on 
missions to recruit their commamls.

During the January scKaitin of 1782 tho I>egta- 
laturv \vkf^ti the aet Cor taking tho iimt coimm of 
the Stale, anil on Fehruary 2d it eleetitl Pliileniun 
DiekiuMin, Tlioniaii MeKeaii,' Vixvar Kodney and 
Stiniurl Wharton tleiegaleii to (*oiigreM for tho 
curri'nl yinir. In their i nut ruet ions rt'ierfiieu was 
nia«le to the nvolulionii iNimetl hy the liegiitlalun* 
in Jannary, 177*.^ proteiiting ugainiit tluMi* artielea 
of the Aet of Confinleratitm whieh made iMWDihle 
the alniiist illiniitahle territorial extension of the 
tlK'H frontier State« by western anpiisttioim. The 
deliTsaie:* were reiiuired to endeavor to procure 
an amendment of the ConfiHlenition in tlMM! 
portieuhm, and tocnipkiy tlieir " most industrious 
exertions for ohtaining, without any delay whatever, 
a final M'ltlement i>f the iMiundarien of then* States 
wli«M« clainisi an^ innmNlerate, and of the rights of 
the Unitetl States on the principles of the n*s(»lu- 
tioiiii. an adlu*n*nre li» wliieh ts wi plaiidy e«)n- 
siiiteut with justitv and so lndi!«|H'nMtldy iitM>mial 
to the |ieaci» ami welfare of the Unitui. It is 
probable that the pru|K>rty of the islands in the 
Uelawarc UMy l>c considered as connectetl with 
this subject. We desire that you will attend also 
to this point and that you will take care that duo 
regard lie had therein to the rights of this State." 

An act of Congresi* paiwedon December 4, 17H1, 
was tho cause of trouble and loss to Delaware. 
In many instances the little vei«t4i>ls of her citizens 
trading u|ion tho bay and river had Iti-en captured 
by the enemy, but unless they were immediately 



burned or taken out of the adjacent waters they 
were very likely to be rciii|itured by the b«)ld 
rosidents of tho neighboring shores. Tlie act of 
Congress provide«t, however, that unless tho re- 
captures yM>rM made within twenty-four hours of 
the oapturo thero wmdd bu no restitution to tho 
t»riginal owners. In adopting this regulation 
Congress had conformed to tho practice of other 
nations ; *' but,*' said tho Delaware instructions to 
her congn^smen :

Prcsiileiit Diekinsim's nicssago on the rcasKui- 
bling of tho Ix>gi:4litturo at I>ovor, June, 17^2, 
embraced etnignitulations on the birth of a son 
and heir to King I^iouin XVL uf Knuico, and a 
warning not to n*|Mwo euniidenco in any cx)M*eta- 
tioii that tho r«*eent changes in the Hritish minis- 
try meant an honorahlo treaty of {leaiv. " I 
sincerely nliarc with vou," othled the President, 
" in the high pleasure you must receive from the 
truly honorable testimony given by that distin- 
guished commander, General Greene, to theuniform 
gvNKl contluct, singular merit and important 
services of the officers and soldiers of our line." 
On the 19th the two lIouKcsadopteil resolutions 
nuMt emphatically cimdemniiig any attempt to 
coiielude a tniity of |miich) with Grt*at llritain 
except through Ctmgress.

Thi<se resolutions were sent to the delcgatea iu

savaget. The entire lev was estimated at alx 
hundred and leYenty-eeven killed, including thirty 
women, and two hundred and soYenty-one wounded. 
Captain Kirkwood, who commanded the Delaware 
lino in the Soutliern Department during the 
Revolution, and several other Delawareans were 
killetl. 

On January 20, 1791, tlie State ceded to the 
United States the li);ht-house in Sussex County, 
near the entrance ti> Delaware Ray, the )Mjblio 
piers opiMwite to Reeden Island, near the town 
of Port Penn« in New Castle County, together 
with all the laiuU and appurtenances thereto 
belonging. 

In Febniary, 1792, an act was passed for the 
better n*lief of the ])oor in the various OHinties, 
and Samuel Mol lings worth. James Coo|)er and 
Dtivid Thomas were apfiointed additional tnbiteea 
for New Castle County. 

The State Constitution of 1770 contained a 
clause rei'iting that " no other |iart of this Ctm- 
stitiition shall be altere<l, chaiige«l or diminished, 
without the consent of live |mrt« in seven of the 
Asmrmbly and seven members of the Legislative 
Council.' On September 8, 1791, the Cieucral 
Aswmbly, by resolution, called a new constit«i- 
tiimal convention and provided for the election of 
its iiiemlK>rs by the |)ei»ple. The election resulted 
in the selection of the following delegates to the 
convention :

The convention assembled at Dover, on Tuesday, 
November 29, 17U1, and electe<l John Dickinson, 
president ; James Rooth, secretary ; Charles Nixon, 
assistant secretary. The convention delilicratcd 
until December 31st, when the draft of a Consti- 
tutitai was submitted, and ordered priutc^l. The 
convention then communicated the results of its 
lalxirs to the (ieneral As«embly, and adjourned to 
Tuesday, May 29, 1792.*

Dr. Evan 
Evaot, the fint EpiMopal miniaCar of Philadel- 
phia. While apprenticed to a wheelwright, 
Oliver Evans, at the ago of twentx-one years, 
invented a machine for making card-teeth which 
su|)crsedcd the old system of hand Dianufacture. 
Two years kter ho joined his brothers in the niilU 
iog business in Philudeli>liia, and in 1787 obtained 
tlie exclusive right to use his improvement in 
flour-mills in Delaware, Maryland and Pennsyl* 
vnuia. with the exception of three mills at 8tan- 



Thc inauguration of Mr. Jcficrsun took place 
on the 4th day of March, 1801, at Wa«hiugtuii 
City, the new seat of govcrnmont, where it liud 
been removed. Kiclmrd UuMictt, who was Gov- 
eruor of Delaware at this time, was the fint man 
who cast hu vote (while United States Senator) 
for locating the seat of government on tlus 
Potomac. 

Tlie Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company was 
fully organised in May, 1803. with Joseph Tutuull, 
of Dehiwore, as president, and William Tilghman, 
James C. FL>her, George Fox, Joshua Gilpiu and 
others directors, with MuHsrs. Latrobe and Howard 
as surveyors. 

At tlic Presidential election in 1805, Maxwell 
Bines, Thomas Fisher and George Kiunard were 
chosen electors, and they cast their votes for 
Charles C. Pinckuev for President ami Uutun King, 
of New York, for Vii-e-PresidciiL Mwsw. Jetler- 
son an<l George Clinton weru elected President 
and Vii-e-Pn^iilent, Nuthnuiel Mitchell succeed- 
ing David Hall us Governor of the 8tau*. 

The greatest mechanical improvcinent of the 
year 1805, in this country, was made by Oliver 
Evans, who was born in Newjiort, Delaware, in

Oliver Evans' successful experiment for the novel 
launching of his dretlging-machine was the lint 
instance in this country of the application of 
steam power to bind carriages. He was enthu- 
iiaiitic in his scheme for a steam railway and 
entlcAVorotl to secure the conitruclion of one 
bi>tweeu IMiilndclphia and New York, but without 
succcMi. While firm in his fnith in the principle 
of land traiis|K>rtatit>n through the agency of steam, 
he doct not ap|)car to have any comprclicnsive 
conception of the pnmihilitics attending its appli- 
cation in the operation of railways, and, in 
December, 1813, be piiblislied an address on tbe 
subject which demonstrated theories peculiarly

Noiwithatanding all theae inaulta, the people heal- 
tatcd long before thuy decided U|M>n war.

The only rilHlla- 
tiun taken waa a '* nein*iin|MirtHtlon '* act, prohibiting 
the liii|NirtatliHt of ccrtiiin KiiglUh giMMla, but Ihia 
waa aua|K*iidi-d In llecciiibcr. 

Mattera became more complicated by the retalia- 
tory meaMuKa with which Napoleon now began to 
puniah England. The firat of theae waa the Berlin 
Decree, iasuOd November 21, 1806, declaring Great 
BriUin in a alate of bl<»ckade, and prohibiting any 
commercial or other Intercourae with the Hritiah 
lalanda. The American ahip "Horison" waa at 
onceaeised under thia decree, and freah ordera were 
imued by the Britiah Conaul. 

The affair of the " Choaapeake " at laat made war 
the only alternative for aettling the diaputed Imuea 
between Great Britain and the United States, al- 
though five years elapsed before that culminntion 
waa reached. On the 22d of June, 1H07, the " Cheaa- 
peake ** waa lying off Hampton Uoada, under com- 
mand of CommiNloro Jamoa Barron. Late In the 
afternoon the Britiah frigate " Leopard " bore down 
on her and aeizod four aenmen — William Ware, Daniel 
Martin, John fcJtrachan and John Wilson. Thia out- 
rage arouae<l the greateat resentment throughout the 
country. Tito Prvsidcnt laaued a procUtnation warn- 
ing all llritish armed vcsHcIa not to enter American 
p«)rta and onlering any that were then anchored to 
leave at once. Mectinga were held thnmghout the 
country to give exprcsaion to the indignation excited 
by the occurrence. The people of Wilmington aa< 
eembled on July 4th, with the venerable John Dick- 
inaon in the chair, and adopted the following reaolu- 
tlona:

These patriotic aeiitimcnta were followed by a mea- 
aage from Governor Nathaniel Mitchell to the Hcnate 
and House of Repreaentativea, under date of August 
4, 1807. Referring to the President's proclamatioii of 
July 2d, he said he had been called upon to orgmnix* 
and hold In readiness eight hundred and fourteen 
militia, this number being Delaware's quota. Oo 
Deci*mber 17th, Na|ioIeon laaued the Milan Decree, 
which far exceeded that of Berlin in aeverity, and 
declared all vcitsrla bound for, or coming from Bag- 
land, or which had submitted to Kngltsh aeanrh.tu be 
aubjcct to capture. 

The President <*onvetie<l 0>ngn*sa In extra aemian, 
and on theilay ftdlowingthe is!«uingof the Milan Ih'cree 
December 18lh, the embargo act waa passed by the Sea- 
ate, and on the 21 at by the House. By this unprece- 
dente<l measure, American vesaela were prohibited 
from leaving foreign |*orta and foreign vessels were 
not allowed to take cargoea from the United States, 
and all vcsnels plying along the coast were forced to 
give necurity that they would land their cargoea in 
the Unitetl .States. American commerce received a 
terrible blow, but JefTcrson dcfeniled the embargo, on 
the principle that the " end justifies the means." Tlie 
President was empowered to enforce or suspend the 
act, an he mifrht deem fit.

In hla oppoeitioB to the measureo of Mr. Madiaon'e 
admlnintration, the Senator from Delaware voiced 
the ■entimenti and opinions of the Federal party in 
the State he represented, and the open einceritj 
with which ho traced the relatiTO poeition of the 
United BUtot with the belligerent powen echoed the 
feelings and sentinients of the Federal party of the 
country. The LegisUture of the State, in 1811, stmxl 
six Federal Ists and three RepubUcans in the Senate 
and fourteen Federali«ta and seTcn Republicans in 
the House of UeprcscnUttvea. But notwith»tanding 
this Federal predominance In the LegisUture, the 
po)»ular vote in the State evidenced an early change of 
political parties. The Federal popular migority at 
the fall election in 1811 in Kent, was one hundred 
and twenty-two, and Sussex six hundred and tiHeen, 
while the Republican (Democratic) majority in New 
Castle was six hundred and nlnely*scven, showing a 
Federal popular majority in the State of only forty. 
When the General AsHcnibly convened on the 7th 
of December, Janies Sykes was chosen Speaker of the 
Senate^ and Corueliua P. Comegys Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. 

I'ublic events hnd rapidly progressed towards open 
war with England. France had responded to the 
efforts of the administration in the non-importstion 
law of May, 1810, and announced in the following 
November the repeal of the Rerlin and Milsn De- 
crees, bat Ureat Britain adhered to her Orders in 
Council. After a year had elapsed since the repeal 
of the French decrees, Cireat Britain, instead of re- 
tracting pari pa»»u her course of unjustifiable attack 
on neutral rights, in which she had pntfcMied to have 
been only a reluctant follower of France, advanced 
with bolder and continually increasing strides upon 
the right* of Americans on the high seas. To the 
categorical demand of the United States for the re- 
peal of her Orders in Council, she affected to df ny the 
practical extinction of the Fiench decrees, and ad- 
vancing a new and unexpected demand, she increas- 
ed in hostility the orders themselvesi by insisting 
that the repeal of the Orders in Council must be 
preceded not only by the practical abandon- 
ment of the decrees of ^Berlin and Milan, but by the 
renunciation on the part of France of her wiiole 
■yatem of commercial warfare against Great Britain. 

The instructions upon which Great Britain founded 
her action for violating the maritime rights of the 
United Sutee were not merely theoretical, but had 
been followed by repeated acts of war. The Ameri- 
can people not being of that sect which a'orshiiw at 
the shrine of a calculating avarice, took cogniuince, 
not only of plundering shi|)s and cargoes, but listened 
with attentive ears to the groans of their suilurs, vic- 
tims of a barbarity unparalleled, and of.their suffering 
wives and children deprived of protectors and parents ; 



and while protecting lUr and Icgittmato 
the administration deemed the lives and liberties of 
the sailon of more incatimable value than the ships 
and goods. 

In the month of June, 181S, Pivaident Madboa 
communicated to Congress a message in which a 
declaration of war was recommended ; which pnjm|»tly 
passed the House of Representetives, hot enconnteted 
in the Senate serious ditficuUies. The Senator fnim 
Delaware, Mr. Bayard, while equally sensible of the 
injuries, and yielding nothing to the warmest advo- 
cates of hostilities in seal for the honor and prusperitr 
of the country, yet felt and insisted that honor was 
not to be vindicated nor prosfierity promoted by angry 
and precipitate measures, that would plunge the 
country unprepared into war. Foreseeing the dis- 
grace inevitably attendant on a hasty adoption cf the 
resolution, he foretold, with a sagacity that was his 
distinguishing tribute, the evils that must certeiolj

merve. Sion the Delaware Hvarme«l with these 
** likimnieni of the aoa/' M'ut out by riiilailel|ihia and 
Wiliiiiugton. On July 4th thri'o |irlvateeni, lying 
in the IK'lii ware, were iltteil out and Anil ealutce: 
they won* the ''Allan/' fafttatn David Maltett; the 
**S|H<ncer," CapUiiu .Mume ; and the *' Matilda/* Cap- 
tiiin Noah Aih'n. The "Mntihia" Milei! July 7, 
under Captain Tayhir, but uliv hail not pnicvi-dcd far 
lielnrc a mutiny tiMik place on lioanl, and forty of her 
crew were lodgiil iu New CaHlIu jail. IJiiptain Allen 
then lUMUiiieil coiniuand uf Ihe ** Mulilda/' and pn»- 
Gveilfd on hia voyage, which provv«l higiiiy miccchH' 
ful, Hhc Imviiig captured the Itriliah ahip "thiellct/* 
liie '* lUiigcr," a privalcvr brig, and (he acliooncta 
•Mingle/* ♦• .Margery" ami " WiNxIburn." 

The privalwr licet in tiie Delaware continually in- 
crciiMil tluring 1HI2, and wipi of mnnidcraldc rIkc tu* 
ward I lie clone of Ihe war. The '* ItMliU'Hiiakc/' one 
of the lalcr additioiiM, a vchhcI of eighteen guiM, wan 
uiMel otf Iteeily liihiiid in a Midden gale, and the pilot 
and twenty of her crew were drowned. The fimt to 
▼oluiiteer Hervice in the Htate of Delaware waa Cap- 
tain iiiNHlwIn, of SiiMiex County. In July he and 
forty-live oihen organixcd a company of light infau* 
try, uiiiforiiieil thciiiHeivea and utiaiiimoii»ly ollered 
their Ncrviccri to the (lovernor to iielp make up (he 
St4ite*a ipiotu of the ten thoiinaiid mililiu called for 
by aelii of CoiigrciM. IHhcr olleni mmmi loUoweil, and 
n>fen*nce to the Oovcriiur*« rcginter aliowa a long 
liat of ct>minimiioiia imuetl miniii aAerwanlM. 

Though the town of Wilmington waa not iwcupied 
by tile eiiciuy during the war, it waa kept in a con- 
Htant atatc of iiUM|ieiide, lieing endaiigereil by an iiiva- 
aioii from the west and bonilKirdiiieiit fniiu the river. 
The cilixeiitt at all tiiiicM displayed the greatt-at }«• 
trioiiHin, by tcndcriiig tlieir aerviccM and trwaun* h»r the 
common dcreiiM*. A fort waa built at " the ItiK'ka," 
near (he original aitu of Kort (liriatinu, and fniiucnt* 
ly (he iiihabitunta of the town and aurniiinding 
couiilry were In ariii«to iiicialhrealcned invaaion. Aa 
early aa .May 2, INI2, iK'lore war wiw dirlanil| aiich 
waa the pii(rlo(ie impuliwa of the (own, Captain 
(Iriudage, of (lie Diiitril Htaica iinny, upcnctl a re- 
cruiting ollice in Wilmington, and iiiany young men 
cnlinti^ii. .\a an iiidnccment Captain Crindagc ollered 
eight dollara |K'r month to thoac who would cnllNt for 
five ycani, willi a liounly of aixtcen didlara and one 
huiidreil and alxty acre* of government land. '

mieeileo through the hull uf her anti*iruniai with de- 
atractive force. The two renwlii gradually appMnch- 
ed each other until the IteiidN of (he " Waap " niblHHl 
against the ** Krullc'ii " Imwi; and, In luHdJiig for the 
lent hmadslde, the riinihii*rN of (he " WaiipV"giiiiiierH 
were hIiuviiI agMln<«( (ho nUh-n uf ihe " Frullc." Fin- 
ally the otnthatandi run ftnil of eiich odier; the In»w 
sprit of the " Frulic " |m«i*h«h1 in ovrr the i|Uar(er deck 
of the *' Wanp,'* and furcing her Uiws up Into the 
wind. This enabled the latter to (hruw In n chwe 
raking broadside that prmluceil tlreadful litivoo. 

The crew of the " Wiisp" was nuw in a s(ate of the 
highest excitement, and couM no longer Ite restrained. 
With wild shou(i« (hey leaiKnl into (he tangletl rig- 
ging before Cap(:iin Jun«it could (hruw in ano(her 
bruodi«ide, aa hein(endcd lief«»re iMianliiig his eiicuiy, 
and made (heir way t4i (h<'d«^*ksuf(lie" Frolic,*' with 
Lieutenants James Itiddic and KiNlgcrs, wliu, wi(h 
Lieutcnanls Knuth, i'Uxtun and Kapp, had exhil»i(ed 
(he miNit undaun(e«l cnunige (lirmiglHMi( (he action. 
But there was no one (o opiNiwedieiM. The last broad- 
tide had ctrried dett(h and ilisniay iii(u the " Fn»lic," 
and almost cleared her decks of ac(ive men. The 
wounded, dying and dead were strewn in every direc- 



tiim. Several surviving ofUceia were atanding alt 
the moat of them bleeding, and not a common teaman 
or marine waa at hb itatlon, except an old tar at the 
wheel, who had kt*pt hia pott throughout the terrible 
eneounter. All who were able had nishetl below to 
escape the raking fire of the " Wasp." 

The Kngliah ofllcera east down their awonb in tub- 
mission, and Lieutenant Kiddle, who leil the boanl- 
ing-party, apringing in(o the main rigging struck (he 
colors uf the " Frolic" with hia own hand, not one of 
the enemy being able to do no. The prixe passed 
into the poNscssiun of the Americaim after a coolest 
of threc-<|uarters of an iKinr, when every one of her 
ofllccrH were wounded, and a grea(cr part of her men 
were either kille<l or severely wuuhdiil. Nut twen(y 
})ersuns on iMiiinl uf her renmlned unhurt. Her ag- 
gregate hsH in kill«*<l anti wuundrti was csdnindHl 
at nine(y. The "Wasp" hud only Ave killeil nnd 
five wuunde«l. 

The" Frolic" was so injnre<l (hat when (he (wo 
vessels 8epara(ed both her maHts fell and wi(h ta(tered 
sails and broken rigging mvered the dead «in her 
deck. (-Hptain Jones placeil Licu(enHnt Middle in 
cummaiid uf the prixe widi onier* to take her to 
Charleston, while he pumueil his vuysge. As (hey acre 
aliout (u piirt cnnifMiny the Kridsh ship-uf-war " I'uic- 
tiers," of seventy guns, ctmininnded by Captain John 
P«M» lleresford hove in sight aii«l cii|»(nrcd lM>(h ves- 
sels. The " Wasp " and her prixe were (iiken to 
Bermuda, whera the American priHuners were ex- 
chauge«l, and departeil for hume. 

The victory of the "Wasp" over (he "Frulic" 
oci'aaiuncd much exultatiun in the Tniteil 8(ates. 
The preaa teemed with laudations of <*Np(ain Junes 
and his gallani cum|Ninluns, and a sdrring sung, cimu- 
nieniorative of the event, was soon U|H»n (he li|M of 
singers at public gatherings, in bar-nNiUH, work»liups, 
and even by ragged urebins.

A few dajri ftAcr 
tbo •o|picMi«nt ft Ikt of '* killed and wovnded*' wm 
kumoroudy prepared by m wag, und tb« •numeratloii 
eoiitl«t«d of" oo« chicken killed and one pig wounded, 
leg broken." The InhabitanU of Lewittown con- 
ducted thenMelrce eoollj and bravely. The pllola 
who were aUtiooed near by were deaerring of the 
kighoat pralae. 

On the afternoon of the 7th the aallora from the 
Brltltth aquadron attempted to land in a number of 
email boata. The militia on tlie beach gave them 
auch a warm reception, however, that tiioy gladly 
beat a haaty retreat. On the 8th the enemy withdrew 
to the Capea. 

Deiiensive meaaum continued throughout the 
State. At Wilmington the citlxcna and thoM in the 
vicinity built Fort Union. It commanded the Chria- 
tiana, and made any approach to the city extremely 
periloua. Several gun-boau left New Caatle fur 
Bombay Hook to patrol the aurrounding wateca. The 
Legialature had alM> been bueily engaged in conaiUer- 
ing the meaua of defcnae. The couimiltee, which 
had been appointed on April 6th to conaider Governor 
Uaalet'a mcaMge, handed in an extenalve report on 
the 9th. They had, during the interval, been informed 
of the attack on Lewiatown, and were inriuenced by 
it in their deliberationa. Mr. Clayton, who prepared 
the report, aevcrely reprimanded the general govern- 
ment ** for not having taken greater paina to protect 
the coaat of Delaware, a* the State waa exfMMed for a 
dietance of one hundred milea, and liable at any 
moment to an attack from the enemy." No aid had 
been ftirniNlio«l, with the exception of the bian (»f a 
few hundre<l niu«kota. The iNiniliardnicht of l««wiff 
town wan annoQhcoil to the Tniiident by a dinpnlch 
from the ( iovernor of the Hiato, and a ref]iiciil waa 
forwarded for onlnaiice and ammunition, but, a* yet, 
no rei|K>niie had been received. In view of tlieae 
conaiderations, in addition to the probability that the 
enemy's attacks would be renewed on Lewistown and 
other exposed places, the committee aubmitted the 
following resolutions :

These resolutions produced the desired eflect, for 
when the Assembly met on April 2<'»th, the Governor 
was able to atate that the United Htates had loaned 
the Htate four elghteen>|>ouiidcn for the defense of 
Lewlstown, and cannon and ammunition for New 
Caatle and Wilmington, lie had besides received a 
1& 



letter from Qencral BloomSeld, in which he memioncd 
that three hundred and llftj men of the Pennsylvania 
militia had been ordered toStantou, fVom which place 
they would send daily patrols lo New Castle, Wilming- 
ton and the Maryland line. In consequence of thi« 
he discharged the militia employed up to tliat time i« 
defending Lewisiown, with the excr|ition of a com- 
pany of the InhabitanU of that place, who mannrd 
the batteries, and a small detachment of cavalir. 
Arranirenicnts were also made to liave thcpe placvd ia 
the |Hiy of the United States. It waa in this samr 
mesmige tliat the Arat 4iigg«atioa was made to uae the 
Pea Patch aa the site for a fort. The Governor ad* 
vised tlie appropriation of a aum of money for the 
erection of fortificationa on the inland, believing that 
Pennsylvania and New Jeraey wiHild follow. Aa th« 
United States would not build a fort on any «te not 
belonging to tlie general government, Delaware aooa 
ceded the island to the United Statea.

In faet. It waa tlieir presence that inspired the people 
to enefffetle action. On one occaeion the llriti»h 
forefn ran a ahallop into Onhanaey Creek, and an officer 
proceeded to Bridgetooi New JerBcj, rcpreeentiog that 
he had come ae a flag of truce. Tlie American ofljcen 
•lationed there were auiipicioua, however, and acci»m« 
paniod him to his boat, where they found about fifteen 
hngMhcads filled with water ftom the creek. The 
officer and crew were taken into custody and the shal- 
htp condemned as a prise.' 

On the night of April 21st considerable alarm wa^ 
spread among the fiettplo living in tito vicinity of Utile 
t*reck. The si'hootier ** INlgrim," a tender of the 
** INiicticra/' sailed up the Iwy and anchored olT the 
mouth of the creek, while a barge with iwenty-two 
men was sent up ss far as Taylor's Out. Two men 
landed, one of whom proved to be a New England 
cafHain, who atated that he was a prisoner on the 
" Poictiers,*' and had been promised his freedom if he 
succeeded in procuring a supply of food. His story 
was not credited, however, and he and his companion 
were held ss prisoners. On the morning of the 22d 
the *' rilgrim** *' lieutenant came up with fourteen 
men and a flag of tnice to Little Creek Landing and 
endeavored in secure the release of the two men. 
Tliey wer« unsucccMiful in this, an«l for the next thir- 
ty-Mix hours sought revenge by committing every pos- 
sible depredation on the pn*pcrty of those residing 
along the creek. Although entirely cut oflT from as- 
sistance, and destitute of a supply of arms and ammu- 
nition, the peop> aroMO to a man and offered a res- 
olute opposition to the incursion, and finally drove 
the marauders off. The American captain was lodged 
in jail at PhiUdelphia. On April 29ib several hun- 
dred of the British landed at Fishing Creek, on tho 
Jersey shore, and before a force could be gathered to 
opjioae them, they had seized one hundred and twen- 
ty-nine sheep and forty-five cattle and departed. 
These robberies and attacks continued until about 
the middle of May, when, as lias been stated, the 
" Toictiers ** and " Belvidera" sailed for the Bcrniudns 
for a supply of fresh water, of which they had long 
been in need. Just before sailing from the Cajiea, 
however, they made one last attempt, and lowered 
their barges to go into Newb<ild's Point. Col. Davis 
anlici|iatcd their intention and sent a hundred and 
fifty men from Lewlstown to the Point, and frustrated 
their plans. As soon as they had put out to sea, all 
the laitiys which they had plncetl In the bay were im- 
me«liately taken up by the Americans, 

It was about this time that the government recog- 
nised the genius of one of Delawsre's most famous 
statesmen and honored Senator, James A. Bayard, with 
an appointment as one of the commissioners to nego- 
tiate a treaty with Orcat Britain.* Napoleon's un-

ident Madison, who had rlwaya beta anxloua for 
l>eace, therefore eagerly »eiied the opportunity offered 
by M. Dascthkoff In proffering the mediation of Russia 
as a moans of settling the dlsinita about which war 
was then raging between Great Britain and the 
United Htates. In conjunction with Mr. Bayard, he 
ap|>ointe«l Albert Gallatin, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, as a second commissioner, both to confer 
with John Qulncy Adams, then the American min- 
ister at St. Petersburg. As soon aa these appointmenta 
were announced, tho Russian secretsry of legation 
at Wttiihington left for the Delaware ca|tes and 
arnitijtetl with the Ilrltlnh sqnsdron for tho sailing of 
the comminsioners, and in May, 181.1, MeNsni. Ihiyard 
and Gallatin left New Castle In the cartel ship ** Nep« 
tune " for Kt. Petersburg. 

Commodore Suckpooie, with his fleet, continued 
their predatory attacks on both sides of the bay, to the 
general annoyance and uneasiness of all the inhab- 
itants. The universal complaint was, that tho coun- 
try waa too sparsely settled to render any concerted 
action possible, and while a considerable force might 
be mustered at a particular sfiot, the enemy could 
sail up or down the bay and commit whatever devaa- 
tation they desired lieforo the land force could bo 
moved. To prevent this, the Philadelphia Committee 
of Defense began to organise a fleet of gun-boalsto 
cruise In the Delaware River and Hay. 

A rumor that the British intended to make a bold 
attack on the numerous manufacturing establish- 
ments on the Brandywine induced Oovemer Haslet 
to form two emergency companies for their protection. 
On May 15lh he issued a number of warranU to offi- 
cers of these companies, of which the following h a 
copy:

On May 6th intalligenaa waa received in WllminK- 
ton of the landing of the British near Georgetown in 
fifteen barges, and the burning of the reaidcnce of 
Joahua Ward. A general meeting of citizens waa 
held at the Town Hall, and measures adopted for tha 
defense of the place. An appropriation of five thou- 
sand dollitra was made by the Ix'gislature fur tha da- 
ianse of New Castle, and Cak*b I*, llcnnct wss a|>- 
(fiiinted commander of the town. On May lAth, 
Ouvernnr llMslct, by onlrrof tha War IVfiartmpnt, 
directed the comiianica of Capt. JiMhua Holmes and 
William Moore, of the Firat and Second Ilegiments, 
to march to New Castle. 

Am<mg those who participated in the hottest of tha 
angagementat Fort George in Canmda, in theearly part 
of June, 1813, wss C<«ntHin Thomas Stocicton,' son of 
Oen. Stockton, of Wilmin^n. Six of liis company 
were killed and seven wounded. Captain Stockton 
also di«tinguished himself in tha battle of Lundy'a 
Lane, where a brother of his was killed. 

Lieutenant Samuel Angus, with nine gunboats and 
two armed sloops, flitnlout by the PhilKdeiphia Com- 
mittee of Dvfi-iise on June lUth made an attack on 
the Ilritish squadron, consisting of two frigatift, lying 
off Fiahiiig Creek, and made them change their poni- 
tion.

An exieiwivo corrMpondence also enttied between 
the Philadelphia committee and the guvernment offi- 
ciate at Washington, relative to an arrangement for 
handling thi nuMiey, and for noma time there wae 
much difficulty in getting warrants from the War 
Department. This occiuioned much incouvenience, 
and although the work wss progrtmsiug siitiMfiictoriiy, 
much uneaiincss wss felt by Cnptain Tliomas Clark, 
who had been stationed at the Pva Patch, as com- 
manding engineer. Janusry 5, 1815, he wrote to 
Csptain Josiah. stating tliat the wharf hsd been 
sunk and was perfectly secure, snd that they were 
prf»cecding smmitbly and satiafactorlly with the 
other work, but at the siinie time it wns alMolutoly 
ncfiiiNury to have M»nia more »ioiu*y. Tlie urgency 
of the situatifMi may well bo iiiingiiif«l fruiu bin own 
words, as in thv letter he said, " Fur OtMl's Miikolct mo 
haves'inio iiioncy by the ensuing week; if it be only 
a thousand dollars, it will keep the credit of the 
place good until better arrangements csn be made." 
The committee svoidvd any trouble, however, by ad- 
Tancing the neccs«ary amount until the government 
issued lis warrants.* 

On January 12th the flrat instsllroent of Ave 
thousand dollan was de|iositcd in Wilmington by tho 
borough, payable to tho order of George I^atimer, and 
interest was made }»ayable from the day of the cuith- 
lor's receipt, and a certiflcate of stock wa« forwarded 
to Allen Tliom|Mon, treasurer of the town. The peo- 
ple of Ntw Castle had more difliculiy in ruiiting a 
loin, and the committee becoming impntient, ad- 
dressed a letter to three of the citizens, of which the 
following is a copy :

It appears, however, that the cltlsens of New Gsstl« 
were unable to raise a loan before the work was con- 
pleted, at no trace of a reply to this letter can be 
found in the proceedings of the committee. The s»m 
raised for the steam frigate did not prove anffieirat 
and early in 1815 the fivethounand dollars sobi^cribed, 
by Wilmington was refunded. The Secretary of the 
Navy had, however, authorized Navy Agent George 
Harrison, to have one built. 

On the 11th of September, 1814, the Rritish land and 
naval forctrs determined to make a c<»mbined attack oa 
the Americans at Plattsburg Bay. The British Miuad- 
ron was under the command of Cuptaiu Geoq^ 
Downie, of the royal navy, and Captain TbfMoas 
Macdouough,' a native of Delaware, commanded the

whilo tho gunboata coning vp la ordar, their 
mandera received (Wmb Commodore Downle flmil In- 
•truetions fur actloB. Ho then attempted to lay the 
**Om(lance" athwart the *< Saratoga,** while the 
** Finch " and the giin-boata ahould attack the **T1- 
condemga " and '* I'roble.*' He waa hnflled by ahlft- 
ing wlnda, and waa compelled to anchor hia tcbmI 
within two cable-lengtlia of Ita antagonlat. In the 
mean time Mnodonough had thoroughly prepared to 
receive the enemy. When hia vcNsel wat cleared for 
action, apringn placed on hiacablea, and all waa in readl- 
noM, he knelt on the deck of the ''Saratoga,*' near 
one of lu heavicwt guns, with hia officera and men 
around him, and, In few worda, uked Almighty Ood 
for aid, and c<immitted the iiwue into His hands. Ho 
aroMo with amurcd courage, and as the enemy came 
down u|MMi him, his vciuh'In sprang their liniadiiiilea 
to bear, and the " I'^igle '* opcncil the action by hurl- 
ing the lirNt shot. It dlNcbarged In quirk succemdon 
its four long clglitecn*|MiunderM In broailslde. This 
was followed by the Are of a long twenty*fuur-pmind- 
er on the " ^^aratogtl," which the young and gallant 
Commodore ^laitlonough had sightetl himself. The 
ball rnterc<l the outer hawse-hole of the " Ctrnflance,** 
the enemy's flagmhip, and went crushing through 
every olwtacle the entire Irngth of her deck, killing 
several men on ita way, and demolishing the wheel. 
The " Linnet," as she waa pacing to attack the 
" Kiiglc,"gnve tlm "Hnrntoga" a bnuulside, but with- 
out serious cirevt. One of her shots deniol lulled a 
hen-ciHipon the "Haratoga," In which was a young 
game nwh, and relcascii the fowl. Hturtled by the 
noise of cannon, Mr. l^»Msingaaya, the cock flew u|Min 
a gun-slide, and, clapping its wings, crowed lustily 
and defiantly. The sailors cheered, and the incident, 
ap|iearing to them asominous of victory for the Ameri- 
cans, si rengthrned the courage of all. 

The " Ciinfiance '* made no reply to the *' Saratoga'a ** 
savage twenty-four|tonnder until ahe had secured a 
de-irnble p<tsition, when she exhibited a sheet of 
flame. Her entire larbmird broadside guns, consisting 
of sixle«*n twenty-four-|ioundeni, double-sh(»tteil, lev- 
eled at |Miint-blank range, c«Milly sighted, and favored 
by smooth water, were tlis(*hargcd at one time. The 
effect wan terrible. The " Saratoga " shivered from 
round-top to hull as with an ague, and forty of her 
people, or almost one-flfth of her complement, were 
disabled. Almost immediately, however, Macdonongh 
resumed the conflict, and the fire of the "S:iratoga'* 
was steady and gnlluntly conducted. Among her 
liist was her first lieutenant, Peter Onmble, but Com- 
modore liownle. of the '* Con fiance," was also killed. 

The ctmtcNt had now become general, stcatly and 
active. The 'Tbub*' struck her flag and wan taken 
posHt'ssion of by Midshipman IMntI, (if the "Saratoga,** 
who had her towed to IMattsburg llay, and anchored 
near the mouth of the Saranac. Alinoat half of her 
people were killed or wounded. An hour later the 
" Finch" drifted upon Crab Island shoal, where she 
struck, and surrendered to a Uttlo two-gun battery.

In the mean time tho "Eagle" hwt the •prlngn of 
her caldo, and became cxpoeed to the combined (ire 
of the ** Linnet" and ** Confianfo." Very wMin the 
two flMgiihi|Mi becanut dimibletl. The '* Harattiga " hnd 
not a •ingle nrrviccMble itarboanl-gun Irft. and was 
•ilrnt. The "Cunflanre" wan not much belter off. 
Now wan the mument for Macdonough to exhibit hie 
tplendid ■oamanabip. lie did eociuickly and etrect- 
ively. With the aid of IMiilip Hrum. his •Icilllul 
iailing-manter, be wound the ■hip, by means of a 
•tream-anchor and hawsers, so that he broughl the 
guns of his larboard quarter to bear on the **Conft- 
anee," nhich had raiiily endeavored to imitnle tho 
movement. MactloniMigh now |H>ured such a dvstruc* 
tlve Are i^n the Ilritish flag'ship that she MK>n Mirren- 
dervd. The " Harnli»)CA's " lire wns then diret'tdl U|N»n 
the "Linnet," and in tho eiiurm; of nOeen niiniitcs 
»he too struck her colom. The British gsllcys in tbo 
mean time had been driven by the "Tic«in(lerfiga" 
half a mile in the rear of the larger vcsseln, and they 
ley scattered, and giving feeble aid to them, tfceing 
the colom of the larger vessels go down, they too 
dropped their ensigns, and at a little psst noon not 
one of the sixteen national flsg*, which were so 
proudly floating over the Uritish squadnm when It 
rounded CumlN'rIand Head, could bo veen. 

Finding that they would not be puniued, the 
galleys escspoil down the lake.

In a shallereil condition," 
llacdonough wrote tho Secretary of War, '* for tlii're

over the ni89«t-headt." " Our mnsts, yards and »aila 
were so shattered," wrote Midshipman Lee, of the 
**Confiance," who was wounded in the action, "thiit 
we looked like so many bunches of mnicliesand the 
other like a bundle of rags.*' 

For two hours and taenty minutes this severe 
navel battle rsged, while the thunder of cannon, the 
hlM of nM'kctr, the scresm of bonilis and the rattle 
of musketry wore beard on the shore. It wax a gran<l 
sight, and was witm^cd by hundreds of spectators 
on the headlands of the Vermont shore, who greeted 
the victory with shouts. It was a battle character- 
ised by a vigor and destruetiveneas not excelled by 
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where or at nay timo. Tho rktoty for the 
cans was complHo and aabstantiali the ** fWatpgas** 
hail llfty roowi-ohot In her hnil, and the "CMifiawcV* 
one hundred and fro.

His 
venerable sailing mauler, iVter Dram, had hb cloihea 
nearly t«irn ofl'by a splinter white winding the ship. 
Lietitenant Lovelace had a>hot>boz, oa which he 
was standing driven, fmm umler him by a ball, and 
was knocked down by tlie flying head of a aeaaiaB. 
Lieutenants (lanible and ikansburr were killed. The

In 1815 a 9ute tax was levle<l which caused con- 
siderable bad feeling. It waa found that New Castle 
County, which was only valued at about one-third of 
the other counties, waa made to pay about three-flfths 
of all the taxes of the State.

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The elections in October, 1816, fbr menben of the 
General Amenbly, rceulted in the choice of fourteen 
Federalists and seven Republicans fi»r the House and 
a gain of a Federalist Senator from the Republican 
county of New Castle, where there won a division in 
the party. 

In the campaign of 1816 the Federalist convention 
("caucus" It was called then) rejected thoir old 
members because they " voted in favor of the com- 
pensation law," and placed in nomination for Gover- 
nor, John Clarice, and for Representatives in Congress, 
Louis McLane and Caleb Rixlney. McMrs. Clayton 
and Cooper ran as Independent Federalists for Con- 
gress. In his address to the Federal electors of the 
State, dated at Dover, on the 12th of July, 1816, Mr. 
Clayton appealed from the decwion of the conven- 
tion, and soilcited the votes of his fellow-citlzens. 
He said, at the earnest solicitation of his party, he 
was induced to abandon a lucrative profession to 
serve it, and that he bad been " rudely rejected from 
the place he made so great sacrifices to himself and 
his family to accept." 

The Uepuhlican or (Democratic) nominees were 
Msnscn Mull for iloveriiur, and C. A. Rodney and 
Willurd Ilttll fur Congress. 

At tlio election in October Mr. Clarke* was elected 
Governor by a majority of 491. He received 4008 
votes and Mr. Bull 3517. For Congress Mr. McLane, 
Fetleraliat, and Mr. Hall, Republican, were elected. 
The former received 8680 votes and the latter 8531, 
being elected by a majiirity of one vote over C. A. 
ll<idney. C. Rodney, the Federal candidate, received 
8433 votes. At the previous election the Federal 
miijority in the State for Congressmen was about 
1000, but owing to the defection cnuseil by the failure 
t<i rciiomiiittto 5Ies«ra. Clayton and Cooper, C. R<id- 
ney, one of the Federal candidates for Congress, was 
dtffeatetl. Mr. Clayton received 486 votes and Mr. 
Cooper 301. 

The Legislature In November appointed Nicholas 
Ridgely, Thomas liobinson, Andrew Barratt and 
Isaac Tunnel, all Federalists, as electors of President 
and Vice-President. KieholNs Van Dyke was elected 
at this session a United StatM Senator.

Among the ■ourcee of revenue for State purpoeca 
adopted by the Lcginlalure in 1821 wae that known 
aa ** transit duties/' which wa« a law imiKMing a tax 
upon peraone arriving in that State, in etage or uteam- 
boat, by land or water, of twenty*five cente each, 
10 a»si»t in erecting a cullrge at the village of New- 
ark, and for the tn*e«ury of the State. Tills law 
caused much excitement in the upper part of the 
State, where its o|icration« were principally felt, 
and public meetings resolved "to unite in every 
legal mode of defeating the operation of the law.'* 
The population of the State at this time wae seveu- 
ty-two thousand seven hundred and forty-nine, an 
increase of only seventy-five persons in ten yean, 
while New ciuitle County increased nearly three 
thousand five hundred. The other two oountica 
decreased very nearly the same amount, yet repre- 
sentation remained e(|ual between the three counties. 
Of the whole |iopulation, 12,1158 were free blacks and 
45<fl» slaves. 

At the fallelectlons In Oiiober, 1820, John Collins," 
Ke|>ublican, was elected Governor, with C A. Kod- 
ney, Kvpublican, and l^uU Mcljine, Federalist, to 
CongroMS. Willard Hall, the then member, waa de* 
feated, aa waa also Mr. Mitchell. The vote for Gov- 
ernor was aa follows :

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Caaiar A. Rodney was elected a United Sutes Sen- 
ator from the State from tho 4th of March, 1822. 
There were three bills before the Legislature ineorpo- 
rating manufacturing companies,— two with capitate 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollan each and 
the " Cotton Manufacturing Company " on the ilran- 
dy wine, with one hundred and filly thousand dollan 
capital.* 

At this time Delaware waa one of the few States In 
which the Republican and Federalist iwrtiM uiain- 
tiiliivtl their old-time activity and bitleriieMi. The 
election forUovernoraiid Representatives In Coiigrtwa 
in the fall of 1822 was severely contCNtcd. Jose|>h 
Haslet, son of the {tatrlot who fell at Princeton, waa 
the Republican candidate for Governor, and Judge 
llooth headed the Federal ticket. After an active 
and bitter contest the former was elected by a ma- 
jority of only twenty-two votes. The Fedenlista 
elected their Congreasnien — C. A. Rodney, the Re- 
publican Representative in Congress being defenteil 
by Daniel Rodney, and Louis McLane was re-elected 
by a mi\jority of six hundred and thirty-nine. 

The Ix'gislature, for tho fint time, had a decided 
Republican uiujority. 

Considerable excitement waa created in Wilming- 
ton in November, 1822, by the arrest of a number of 
counterfeiten, w1h> had taken up their residence in a 
retired house in that city. The aix men and two 
women, when arrested, had In their |>oBHesslon fifty 
thousand dollan in counterfeit and spurious notes, 
and dies for the manufacture of counterfeit half- 
dollan. The notes were chiefly twenty-dollar bills 
of tho llank of Wilmington and Urandywiiie, tens of 
the Dank of New Urunswick, and fives of the Fnnk- 
lin llank of llaltiniore. Tho counterfoiten were tried 
and convicted in Wilmington, and fiued and sen- 
tenced in January, 1823. 

Cu«ar A. Rodney, having been appointed minister 
to Ruenos Ayres, resigned his scat in the United 
States Senate. The i^riod of service of Nicholas 
Van Dyke, the other United Sutes Senator, expired 
on the 4th of March, 1823. It was iro|K>rtant that 
the Legislature should elect successon to both of 
these gentlemen at tho session of 1823. The contest, 
however, between the rival candidates, defeated this 
scheme, aa the two Houses got Into a quarrel over tho

The 
Legiiilature, as we have stated, adjonmed witliout 
making a choice. 

Governor Joseph Uatlet died in 1A23, being the 
third successive €k>vernor who died without eomplet- 
ing his term of ofSce. He was an excellent ofllccr. 
An election was held In OcUiber of the same year to 
All the vacancy, when Samuel PMjrnler.thc Federalist 
candidate, was elected Governor by a majority of 
two hundred and ninety-nioe, and both branches iff 
the I^slature had a decidiMl Federalist minority. 
At the session of January, 1K24, Nicholas Van Dyke 
was ro'elected United Htatvs Senator, tu hucccihI him- 
self, and llim. John M. Clayton was t*!^'!!^! to (III 
tho vacancy cauMxl by the resignation of J Ion. C. A. 
llodney.'

The Unite<l States frigate "CongroM" was fitted 
out for the conveyance of Mr. RfNlney to Buoihiu 
Ayres, and Caplain James Diddle awigned to her 
command. Peraonal ditferences aroer between the 
minister and the captaiin, and increased to such an 
extent that Mr. Rodney left the " Congress ** at Rio 
Janeiro and proceeded by private ship to na«*no« 
Ayres, arriving there on the 14th of Nov<*mlter, I •<£|. 
The unex|H'cte<l return of the "Congnin" to Nf^r- 
folk was followetl by a publication in the Xiti^tmai 
Gaxetfe, that the tlilference iN'twcen the minister an«l 
the aiptain had grown out of the amonnt of iuis^rige 
of the former.

After visiting many cities and everywhere received 
with demonstrations of gratitude, he turned his steps 
toward Mount Vernon to visit tho tomb of Wash- 
ington. Wishing no one to witness his emotions, ho 
descended alone into tho vault. Tho secret of that 
meeting of the living with tho dead no one ever 
knew. lie then tm)k his son and secretary by the 
hand and led them In, and all knelt reverentiy beside 
the remains of tho distinguished dead. 

One of the last acts of Lafayette in this country 
was to lay the corner-stone of Bunker Hill nionn- 
ment in tho prcaenco of fifty thousand siiectators.

Julin M. Clayt«Mi, ami iNinactl by 
the convention unaniinuualy, after which an address 
waa delivcretl by the president, a prayer wss of- 
fcred by liev. !^lr. Adams, one of the iiicmhers, 
and tho convention aiUourncd. Titus the Umsii* 
tuiion of 18:11 became tho oi:ganic law of thehftste 
without being submittal to the people for ratilics"

In the campaign the 
following fall the new Conatitution, which waa to br 
paaaed on by the people, waa the leafling ianue. On« 
of the princi|ial gmunda for a new Oimaitulion having 
been the inei|uality of reprcaentation fmmNew Caacl« 
County, and the reviaion not having artbrded tbo 
relief claimed by tbo people of that aeciioo, Hon. 
James A. Ihiyard and other leading Democrata 
worked againitt the revinion and accurcil ita rejection 
at the polla. Aa he left the convention Mr. Ilayard 
voiced the aentimcnla of hia party in thene term*:

Oomellne P. Comcg]re (Qovernor of Delaware 18S7 
to 1941) was born in Kent Coontx, Maryland, Jana- 
ary lA, 17M. He wss the son of Cumelins Comegys, 
who was a soMler t>f the Revolutionary War, and a 
lineal dvncendHnt of the Unit of the name who came 
to America, settling on the Chrster River, within 
twenty yesra of the time (ltt32) of the gnoi of the 
province of Maryland made by James I. to Georgo 
Calvert, Lord Ilaltimore. 

Rarly In life, while employed in the counting- 
h6use of a Uallimore merchant, )lr. Comegys made a 
trip to the island of 8t. Bartholomew, W. I., aa su- 
percargo. Afler he became of age be removed to 
Delaware and married Aon, daughter of Benjamin 
Blakiston, of Duck Creek Hundred, Kent County. 
His wife died in about a year, leaving him a daugh- 
tor, who survived the mother but a few days. He 
was next joined in wcillock to lluhamah, the eldest 
daughter of Jtilm and Hannah Marim, near Dover, 
Kent County, Delaware. At the cIimo of l»H he 
went to Cherbourg, which b a few miles from Dover, 
ami the family-seat of the Marims. Here fur thir- 
teen years ho profitably farmed an estato of which 
himneif and wife had licoome owners. 

in the war with (Ircat Britain ho seirc<l in the 
Btate tmo|is, lHH*«iniing. eventually, a lieutenant-colo- 
nel. When peace WAM pniclaiinotl, In ISIA, ha became 
an agent for the millcni im the Brandywine to pur- 
chase grain, and while so employc<l ho rlskctl his 
moans in a perNunal venture of wheal and sufl'crcd an 
unfortunate Ums, fn»iu which he never itcciiniarlly 
entirely recovered. Ho now became engaged in mer- 
cantile business, and had an interest in vessels trad- 
ing to rhiladelphU. At this time he was also carry- 
ing on farming, working the land with simie ncgru«-s 
he owned, together with hired labor. At this iieriisl 
ho was elected a direct<ir of the Ccminiercial Bank 
of l>claware, whose principal business was at Smyrna. 
In IMIl lie was choMen a nieniber of thu House of 
Representatives of the State. 8ulMM.v|uvntiy he was 
elected H|H*aker of that body. For four succcsaivo 
years he servetl as S|Kitker at every session. He was 
u.ie of the c(»mmittec to carry inUi cITcct the resolu- 
tion of the Legislature pn'sentiiigOaptoin Jacob Jones 
with a piece of nilver pinto. Ho was alsj U|K)n the 
comniitlee to carry out the rcsitlutions of the I^is-' 
Isturo in the case of l*oninimlore McD«mough, after 
the victory over tlio Britiith on l<ako Clianiplain.

Mr. Coaiagya was aa ardeat palitfclaa, aad 
his party met a dafeat by Che alacttoa of Oeactal 
Jackson over Joha Quiocy Adams, be rcturaed m 
hia farm at Cherbourg. Ha was at this tiaiie c b oo M 
ooa of the Mato directors of tba FaraMrs* Baok, and 
at the next Icgislativa scssioo ba was a member of 
tha House. He held the oAce of Huta Ircnsurcr 
from inm to 11».1. In 18.1:! his name was used i« 
the convention for the nomlnatloa for G<»Temor; but 
Dr. Arnold Naudain received the nomioalioB, who, 
however, was defeated by Major Bennett, a Dem- 
ocrat. 

Four yean liUer Mr. Comegys was el<*clcd Gov- 
ernor of Delaware on tha Whig ticket. 

After his ofHcial lite he carried on tba bmtiwcm mt 
farming. At length ftnanclal embamasaseata clooed 
around him, and ho waa compelled to surrender all 
his pn»perty to hb creditors. He died at Dover, 
January 27, 1851, at seventy-one yearn of age. 

Govermir Comegy« waa a man of profaae bospi- 
Ulity and of a social dUpfMitioB. Generoas to a 
fault, he aided all who made demands on hb cbaritj. 
A family of eight children survived him,sixof wboM 
are still living, via. : 

Hon. JiMwph 1*. Comegys, UKW, chief j us tice &t 
Delaware; Cornelius tl. t'omegys, M.D., Cincinnati, 
Olii«i ; Benjamin B. Comegys, president of the IMiila- 
delphla National lUnk; John M. i*omegrs, M.D., 
St. Albans, Vt.; and two daughters, — Mary Klicai- 
beth, widow of Dr. Be^)amin F. Vhatbam, nod Marin 
Comegys. 

The message of (hivenior Comegys referrr«l chiefly 
toh>calaflairs, ami |tarticularly to the delect iwrondi- 
lion <»f cfinimon schiM>ls throughout the Htato, recnm- 
mending the ap|iointment of a general siiperintewdent, 
and the niotlilication of the law imposing the school- 
Ux ; the |ienal coda was defect! va, as many ofita punish- 
ments were severe bey«mdtham<Nlesand feelings of the 
age, and that the ex(*eMive vigor «*f ilie law ilefeatrd ito 
own ends, thnnigh the necessary interiMisition of tba 
panloning |iower or the unwillingness of jarica to 
convict. Tha (luvernor also callcil the attentiim of tha 
I^cgislalure to the French itp(iliatliin canes, saying thai 
** this claim is pr(*ferml against the Unitetl i^tole* 
on tha well-known ConstitutiiHwl principle that pri- 
vate property nhoiild nf»t be token for poblie uses 
without junt ct»ni|iensatlon,"an«I urging that the favor- 
able consideratitin of the claim be limught by tha 
l^egislaturc heA»re CiNigre««. Tlie I^iidature elected 
at iu •cimIou in 1841, W. B. C*4io|ier, (tovernor, wh«» 
in his inaugural niei«age called attentiim to the foct 
that the .*<tate had never known what a S:*tate ilebt b 
from any ex|*erieiiee of its own ; that she hml eullccted 
but one nninll tax nUnt the aihipliiin of her amen*l<4 
Ctinstitutlon and had a sur|dus of more than a half 
million dollars In her lrpa«nr)*.

Ilut in Kent It la 
everywhere manifcated. The crop of wheat at the 
late harvcat throughout the Hlatc waa large and of 
good quality, and pc'rhapa it never yielded ao abund- 
ant a crop of corn aa the preaent. The value of land 
haa riaen in Kent and New Castle very considerably, 
and we are rather aurpriaed to hear farmera aelling 
trarta at fifty dolUm an acre ami upwards, that could 
have been Iniught aomo years ago for ten. Wo mlna- 
ed frtmi many places forcats of oak and hickory and 
found corn In their place. We incline to think such 
changiMi will not only be productive In a pecuniary 
ptiint of view, but aild to lu salubrity. There ia mit 
much dillcrcnce in the appearance of the vlllagca 
compared with the period of which we afK^ak. 
Hniyrna has improved; Dover haa grown; Milford, 
Milton, I^wiatown, litlloor none; Cantwell'a Hrldge 
and Lei|iaic, however, have grown materially in 
population and activity. On the whale, the ardent 
apirit of agriculluml Improvement waa plesaing to 
ua, and the goo<l work haa already atrengtlicncd the 
hand of our gallant little neighUir. I^ing may she 
prQa|»er and lie proud of her agricultural, mechanical 
and commercial pmaperity." 

The present greatwt production of the 8tate— the 
peach cn>|i^wait, in 1S45, juat beginning to deveh»p 
the capacity of the State in that direction.

He wm 
of great senrlce to General Hcott In the cngngemeni 
before the city of Mexico by Informing him of the 
position of the enemy and of the environments of the 
elty. 

He WM appointed a Arst lieutenant for hb bravery. 
The State Lq|islature of Delaware voted him n hun- 
dred-dollar sword *' for service to the commanding 
general at the storming of Chapultepec and at the 
capitulation of Mexico." Soon after the cIom of the 
war, M one of the " forty-niners," he went to Cali- 
fornia and became there a prominent cItlMn. He Is 
now (1887) In England. 

OapUin Darid H. Porter wm bom In New CMtle 
County, February 19, 1805, and wm killed In action 
February 10, 1848. Ho wm lieutenant In the Ameri- 
can navy and afterwards a captain In the Mexican 
navy. On the day of his death bo wm commanding 
a Mexican tcsmI, and after defeating two Spanish 
ships of the same class, wm engaged by a third enemy 
of a superior character and surrendered for want of 
ammunition. He wm killed while replacing his 
colors, which had been carried away by the enemy's 
guns. 

Qeneral John Lane, U. S. A.,'a distinguished army 
officer, died In Wilmington, February 19. 1869. Ho 
WM the son of Col. Robert Lane, and began his mili- 
tary career M lieutenant of infsntry, Msy iff, 181 S. 
On March 90, 1814, he wm wounded In the attack on 
La Cole Mill, and the Mme year served m aid-de- 
camp to General Smith. November 1, 1823, he wm 
made a captain, and November 21, 1836, rendered 
distingubhed lervice at the battle of Wahoo Swamp. 
On October 18, 1845, he wm promoted major of the 
Fourth Artillery, and commanded his regiment In 
Mexico two years later, where, on April 18, 1847, he 
WM breveted lieutenant-colonel for bravery at the 
battle of Oerro Oordo, and, August 20, 1847, wm 
breveted oolonel for his terricee at the battle of 



Oa Aag. t, 1851^ ha wan pranoled Hen- 
tenaat-ooloael Ftrat Artillery, aad oolonel Seeoad 
Artillery July 2S, 1851. General Lane wm retired 

November 1, 1861, and wm breveted brigadier-general 
March IS, 1865, for long and faithful eervlcM la the 
army. 

Lieutenant James Tllton, of the Baltimore Voltl- 
geurs, wounded in the storming of Chapultepec, wm 
a native of Wilmington, but resided for several yean 
before the war in Indiana. He visited Wilmington 
in May, 1 847, six months before, and took away Mveral 
recruits. The Voltigeur Regiment wm in Pillow's 
division, 

Lieut. Jefferson II. Nones, son of Capt. Henry B, 
Nonea, on Septenilier 8, 1847, wm detailed near Ihiebla, 
to the command of twenty-nine men, ti»eflect a recovery 
of mules stolen by Mexican guerrilcros. Ileand hia 
siiuad were surrounded by Mexican lancers, who killed 
ten of the Americans and took four prisoners. The rest, 
under the command of Lieutenant Nones, bravely de- 
fended theniselves. He WMseverely wounded bya lance, 
but recovered at Jalspa. He was second-lieutenant 
In the S«*cond United Htntes Artillery, and for bravery 
at the siege of I\iebla, on January 8, 1848, he wm pro- 
muted to firat lieutenant. After the war lie wm sent 
to Governor's Islnnd, N. Y. 

On February 20, 1H49, the General Assembly ap- 
propriated one hundred dollars for a sword with suit- 
able Inscription for Urevet-Csptaln 0. P. Kvans, for 
service In Mexico. 

The gallantry dlMplnyed on the field of battle In 
Mexico by the soldieis of the Slate did not reconcile 
the people to the Justness of the war. BIr. Clayton 
preienting a memorial from cltlr^ns praying the 
CongrcM to terminate the war, explained the oppo- 
sition to the war, and voiced the sentiment of the |ieo- 
ple against its prosecution. Ho said :

A tornado passed ovw Wilmington on Friday 
afternoon, June 5, 1446. The day was warm and 
beautiAil, but towards evenitig clouds sp|>oared in 
the west and within half an hour a violent storm 
bunt upon the city with terriftc fury. Trees in large 
nuinlicn were blown down, awnings were torn from 
houses, many roofs removed and a number of houses 
blown down. It was the univental opinion of all the 
oldest inhabitants that the city was never before 
visited by such a storm. The range of it was two 
miles in width and that partof the city below Seventh 
Street suffered the greatest injury. The large new 
covered shed of lletts, Harlan A Hollingsworth's shi|>- 
yards was reduced to a perfect wreck. Twenty men 
were at work on a new iron steamer In the building; 
in attempting to esrape, two of them were crushc<l to 
death by the falling building. The ship-house of 
Messrs. Thatcher was also entirely destroyed. The 
workmen all escaped unhurt except two who were

Ix^wis Casa, In 1848, as the Democratie cnmlidaie 
for Prcbident of the United States against Xarhary 
Taylor, visitetl Wilmington. He was accompanied by 
United States Senatoni Ilenton, Allen, llouMton, Han* 
negan and Footc. They arrivetl from Waahingt«M 
at 1.30 p. M., were escorted to City Hall, where James 
A. Rayard received them with an eloquent speech. 
Fifteen hundred people crowded into the hall. Gen- 
eral Cnss responded to the mldrcss of welcome. He 
mentioned In his s|»eech that just fifty years before he 
had been a teacher of a school in Wilmington. A few 
of his pupils were in the audience. He was then 
sixty-eight yeam old. Short speeches were made by 
all the iliNtinguiitlinl men who accom|»anic«l him.

This party was very 
succesMful in the cani|Mign of 1854, electing P. F. 
Causey Governor and the entire ''American *' ticket, 
by an aggregate miyority of about one thousand 
votes. Peter Foster Causey, wlio waa elected Gov- 
ernor of the Htote from 1854 to 1858, was in many 
resficcts a very remarkable man. He was bf>rn near 
UrUlgcville, in Hushes Omnty, January 11, 18U1. He 
was the son of Peter F. ami Tanixcy Causey. His 
ftttlier early in life was an intelligent and progrcntivc 
farmur and a man of flne capabilities. When the son 
was four yean old his parents moved to Caroline 
County, Maryland, and his father there engaged In 
agricultural pursuits until 1815, when they moved to 
Milfiird. The bent of mind of both father and son 
was to engage in a buitincMs, giving an opiKirtunlty 
for the development of their native energy and 
capacity more than farming aflordc«l in that early 
day. The ctlucalion of the s<»n was ctmipleled by tbo

He purchased two saw-mills, a tennrrv, 
the Haven Flouring Mills, the Milfonl Mills and wh^t 
is now known as the Maraball Mills, and opemteil all 
of them In connection with his other bosinesa. He 
used bis own vessels lor the shipment to New York 
and Philadelphui of the grain he purchased and the 
flour he ground in his mill. 

In 184<i he went out of the general memntil* 
business and dev<ited his time to his largo laaJ 
Interest, agiiregating fiAeen hundrc«l or more avrrsw 
divide«l It into farms, and to the management aT 
his timir-milis, sawlng-mills and tonnery, nearly all 
of which property Is now owned by his children. 

As a publlc'Spirited citixen he Javi*red every en- 
terprise or movement that beneliled the town ami 
community, trainetl many ymiiig men In correct 
business habits In his store and took the greatest care 
to aid and encourage them when they entered bttai- 
ncss for themselvva. He favore«l and sup|iortfd 
the public srhisd system, and was Instnimental In 
securing well-etliicated ami practical teachers fmm 
the North (n leach the town academy ; advm^alfil the 
cause of temperance and morality In all Its pliaars;

The moot uncontrollable excitement now bunt over 
the country, lluth North and South rushed to arms 
—the former to maintain the got'vrnment and to pre- 
serve the Union, tho latter to secure tbo independence 
of the Confederate States and the dissolution of iho 
Union. 

In Wilmington, Delaware, tho news of tho firing 
on Fort Sumter created the most intense excitement. 
The streets soon became thronged with |teople, and

On th« 24th of April It was announced that the 
Pliilatlel|»hia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad 
Ctimpanv having been taken In charge by the Fed* 
eral Guvernnicnt Ihnmgh an agent In l*tiiladtfl|ihia, 
all It* equipnienta were under the control of the 
gr%'ernnient, and trains with trw»|ii were being aent 
from rhiladelphia aa fant a« iMHwible, an uninter- 
rupted route to Washington having been completed. 
The ClieM|»eake and Delaware Canal, used for con- 
veying troofia and aupplies from Philadelphia to the 
Chesapeake, waa guarded by a fiirce of one thousand 
men from General Cadwa1ader*s division. Armed 
men were also placed along the whole route of the 
Philadrlphia, Wilmington and lialtimorc Uailnmd 
from Klkt4m, Md., to llaltlmore. The arrival and 
deiiarturo of tr.Hips in Wilmington was now a matter 
of daily occurrence. 

In c<ittipllauce wlih the rci|ulaitlon of the Secretary 
of War, Governor William llurton issued a priK'iani- 
ation on the 35th of April, calling for the enlistment 
of volunteers' It waa aa foUowa :

The work of swearing troops Into the United States 
service was commenced at Wilmington, May 2, 18G1, 
the oath being administered by Major RuflT, of the 
regular army. Dr. R. P. Johnson acted as medical 
ex ftiuiner. The aggregate number of men thus sworn 
that day waa three hundred aad thirty*eigbt, all of 
whom were muatcrcd into the service of i he Union. 
These companies were ralMxl at and near Wilmington 
and became Companies A,.n, and C, of the First Regi- 
ment Delaware S'olunteer Infantry. 

On the 4thof May Capt. James Green's company, 
consisting of seventy-eight men, from the lower part 
of Kent County, was mustered Into the service as 
Company D of the same regiment. 

The Sussex County volunteers, Capt C. Rodney 
Layton, were mustered into the same regiment on the 
16th of May, as Company G. Capt J. U. Jenkins' 
company from Dover, Kent County, was mustered 
in on the same day as Company H. On the 20th 
Company I, commanded by Captain Leonard, and 
Company K, under the command of Captain Georga 
F.Smith, were mustered Into service, thus complet- 
ing the organisation of the regiment 

The regiment waa encamped at Camp Drandywine, 
on the grounds of the Agricultural Society, about one 
mile and a half from the city, where the members 
were constantly exercised in company and regimen- 
tal drill. On the 22d of May the commis«ioned

On the 11th of May, 1861, the Governor appoialed 
aad eommissioaed Henry Du Pbat, ct New CSatla 
County, " M^or-General of the forom raised and ta 
be raised in the Sute of Delaware," vesting him wkb 
the Aill power of that offlca. Col. Jame Sharpe w« 
appointed brigadier-general. 

Oa the same date Governor Burtoa, yieldiag ta tiM 
ealreaties of Ualoa mea, who feared that sosse of tha 
Home Guards might aot prove loyal, issued Gewctal 
Order No. 2, which was Intended to prevent a posai- 
ble mbuse of the arms of the State. This order, how* 
ex'er, met with so much opposition and was regarded 
by many as such a direct subversion of the righta af 
the State, that the Goveraor waa prevailed ao ta 
rescind the first order. This he did 1^ issuing Geaa 
ral Order No. 3, from his office^ at Dover, May 1<I^

Mr. Whitely waa followed by Hon. Tbomaa F. 
Bayard la a lengthy, calm and tamperato qieech. Ha 
reminded his hearera that '* with this secession, or ra- 
volution, or rebellion or by whatever name it may ha 
called, tbe State of Delaware has naught to do. To our 
constitutional duties toward each and every member 
of this Union wa have been faithful In all tiroes. 
Never has a word, a thought, an act of ours been un* 
faltbftil to the union of our fathers; In letter and In 
spirit it bus lH>en faitbftiUjr kept by us.'* But ho ad- 
verted to the horronof a fratricidal wsr on so gigantio 
a scale, the ruin that would be wrought, and tbe dan- 
ger that, whatever might be tbe issue, which no man 
then could foresee, constitutional liberty might perish 
in the struggle. Better, he thought, " while deeply 
deploring the revolution which has severed eleven 
States from the Union," if a peaceful accommodation 
was impossible, that the discontented States should 
be allowed to withdraw than run Ilia aw Ail risk of 
such a war. His calm and earnest elo(|uence had 
great weight, and, as will be seen, the meeting re- 
solved "that there was no necessity for convening tha 
Legislature." 

Mr. Bayard's speech calmed down tha stale of ex- 
citement which prevailed at tha meeting. "It 
brought to men's minds," as a leading Delawareaa 
ssid, ** tbe fact that they were in the Union — ^had no 
part in tbe reMlion, and tbst it was their duty to re- 
main as they were, and to keep Delaware as one of 
the United Stales." In this, as ever, Mr. Bayard ap- 
proved himself fsithful to tbe Constitution and tha 
Union under it, hh devotion to which has never 
wavered, as witness bis public record, from first to 
Isst. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bayard's speech, Dr. John 
Merritt reported the following resolutions, which wera 
unsnimously adopted :
